surprise arms deal 
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CAIRO. — Egypt baa concluded an 
anas deal with Communist China 
and will soon ask tbs U.S. to grant it 
licences to build the most modem 
weapons, Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat declared yesterday. 

The announcement came as a sur- 
prise since there have been no top- 
level exchanges of visits between 
Cairo and Peking in recent months. 
Sadat gave no details of the deal or 
what it involved. 

In a speech to army units in 
IaroaUla, Sadat said Egypt will con- 
tinue to diversify its sources of 
weapons following an arms embargo 
by tin Soviet Union, Its long-time 
supplier. And, he added, Egypt win 
not be deterred by the liquidation of 
an Arab arzas-buUdlng consortium 
called AMIO of which It was a part, 
but will continue to build weapons on 
Its own. 

Bis broadcast speech marked the 
fourth anniversary of the reopening 
of the Sues Canal in 1975 which had 
been closed by the Six Day War. 
Egypt's defeat In that conflict also 
began on June 5, and Sadat 
deliberately timed the canal reopen- 
ing to have something to celebrate 

on that date. 

In 1979, after Sadat abrogated a 
friendship treaty with Moscow, It 
was announced that China had 


agreed to overhaul Soviet-made air- 
craft engines for which the Russian* 
were withholding spare parts. There 
have been no pnbUahed examples of 
military coomatton between the 
two countries nice' then. - 

Sadat said he la going along with 
the Arab decision to disband the 
AMIO but Is having it replaced by a 

new outfit whlchbe named the Egyp- 
tian Organisation For Arms-Froduc- 
tlon (EOFAP). 

Sadat did net refer te tike current 
.negotiations with fans! on opening 
the herder , b et w ee n the two ceun> 
tides. XHs speech was almost devoid 
of Ms usual condemnation of other 
Arab states far opposing the peace 
pact- • ■ ■ 

Although be took a swipe at radical 
Syria, Libya and Iraq. Sadat spoke 
of “one Arab family which we should 
build up with love.** 

"We will not react with hysterics 
to what Is - happening In the Arab 
world today,” he said. “We have 
accepted -the challenge and should 
prove to them that we are right and 
they are wrong.** 

“But parallel -to -this, we should 
build up an Arab family with love, 
renouncing an forms of grudge. ...on- 
ly the. powerful are capable of.love 
and we, .thank Cod, are powerful,’ 
he said.

CAIRO. — The first tangible result of 
the “open border” between Israel 
and Egypt will be, as expected, the 
inauguration of a Cairo-Tel Aviv air 
route, to be operated initially by 
foreign carriers.

Final results Issued yesterday 
showed that the Christian 
Democrats remained Italy's biggest 
party with 282 seats in the 630-seat 
Chamber of Deputies and 38.8 per 
cent of the vote, 'nils was a drop of 
0.4 per cent on their showing in the 
last election in June 1978. 

The Communists, in second place, 
finished with 201 seats, 26 fewer than 
last time. Their loss of votes 
amounted to 4 per cent. 

The Socialists, Italy’s third largest 
party, gained five seats for a total of 
62 and a 0.2 Increase in their share of 
the poll. ^ 

Three centre parties, the Social 
Democrats, Republicans and 
Uber&to, gained u seats between 
them. But the biggest gain was 
•cored by the outspoken Radical 
Party, a small ginger group which 
sjjpports divorce and abortion and 
opposes nuclear power. 

The Radicals, who won four seats 
In the 1976 election, collected 18 this 
time. 


Geula Cohen 
readying to 
leave Herat

TELAVIV. — MK GeulA Cohen Is ex- 
pected to announce at the end of the 
Herut convention that she and her 
supporters wDl be leaving the party. 

Cohen and her Herat Loyalist Cte- 
ole, outgunned, outmanoeuvred and 
outvoted during the con v en t ion, are 
Intimating that the point of no return 
has been passed and that they wiD 
not stay . in. .a party headed by 
Premier Menahezn Begin. 

The group has* “echedSteda press 
conference for the end of the conVen*- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, Begin may be facing 
-Ms first official challenge for the 
leadersUpof the party. Geula Cohen 
yesterday told The Jerusalem Post 
that the prime minister's former 
overseas information adviser, 
Shmuel Kata, win stand against w* 
for the post of party chairman. His 
chances are not taken seriously, and 
the challenge is seen as a purely 
demonstrative move prior to the 
•put from Herat. 

Cohen Is known to be 
contact both with Prof. ^Ynval 
Nef man's new party and. with Gush 
Hhnunlm's u«nan Forat. 

The Herat co n v en tion's steering 
committee was finally chosen last 
night, a full day behind schedule and 
amid scenes of near chaos. The com- 
mittee Is to have a decisive role.in 
determining the makeup of the next 
party central committee, executive 
and secretariat, and in the choosing 
of party officials. 

However, last night it was unclear 
which group held sway in the 79- 
memfaer committee chosen. 
Different factions claimed to have 
emerged victorious foam a two-day 
wrangle that preceded the com- 
mittee's formation. .. 

Groups .who support Deputy 
Minister Yoram Aridor for the post 
of secretariat chairman claimed 
that bis backers predominate, while 
competing factions, which bock MR 
Eltan Livni and Michael Dekel, 
claimed that the two — who are com- 
peting against each other — have 
temporarily Joined forces to stem 
the advances made by Arldor's 
forces. 

The committee will now be 
closeted for the next two convention 
days to pick 140 members for the 
new central committee. Another 410 
members win come directly from 
the party branches. 


U.S. won’t ask 
Soviets to join 
M.E. talks now

WASHINGTON. — The Carter ad- 
ministration does not envision any 
expansion of the Middle East 
negotiations in the near future to In- 
clude tike Soviet Union, the State 
Department’s spokesman, Hoddlng 
Carter HI, said yesterday.. 

At a news briefing, the spokesman 
made it clear that President Jimmy 
Carter is not going into the forthcom- 
ing summit In Vienna with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev with 
specific proposals to involve the 
Soviet Union in the peace process. 

The negotiations have been “well- 
[defined" in the IsraeH-Egyptlan 
peace treaty and the Camp David 
framework agreement on Palesti- 
nian autonomy. Carter said; Neither 
one of those agreements calls for any 
specific Soviet role. 

But the spokesman left' the door 
open for eventual Soviet participa- 
tion “somewhere further down the 
road" as the eff o rt to achieve a com- 
prehensive settlement continues. 

At the Carter-Brexhnev summit, 
scheduled for June 15-18, the 
Americans are hoping to win- Soviet 
approval for an extension of the UN 
Emergency Force (UNE7) mandate 
in Sinai. The Security Council must 
renew the mandate next month. 

Differences between the UJL and 
France toward the Middle East have 
surfaced during visiting French 
Foreign Minister Jean Franc ois- 
Poncet’a ongoing talks with Presi- 
dent Carter and Secretary, of State 
Cyrus Vance. But the U.S. 
spokesman sought to diminish their 
significance. 

Poacet indicated yesterday at a 
news conference that France does 
not necessarily support the Israeli*. 
Egyptian treaty. Later, spokesman 
Carter sought to clarify the Trench 
stance, as conveyed to Washington. 

France's position, according to 
Carter, stipulates -that there can be 
no peace without a resolution of the 
Palestinian question. Moreover, a 
separate Israeli-Egyptlaa pact will 
not result in overall peace. Both of

Weizman: U.S. tougher 
than Egypt in talks

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menah'em Begin yesterday express- 
edJhope that the Americans will soon 
fbllowthe Canadian example an- 
nounce that they will move their em- 
bassy to Jerusalem. 

The premier took the rostrum at 
the Herat convention, during bitter 
wrangles over the composition of the 
steering committee, to announce the 
news of the Canadian dedMon. . 

. "There are grounds tor hope that 
not much time will pass another 
embassy too — that of a great and 
friendly power — will be boused in 
our eternal capital,” the premier told 
the cheering audience. 

'• Begin .recounted confrontations 
with U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis 
in which the premier pointed out that 
there are days when Lewis must 
•'trouble' h i m self to main several 
trips dally to 'Jerusalem to' meet with 
Israel government officials. I asked 
Lewis if he didn't *Mnk that was 
terribly wasteful in view of the 
energy crisis. 

-. ■ "I told him he could save the 
American people a great 'deal of 
petrol by relocating the embassy." 

In an earlier address to tbe conven- 
tion delegates. Defence Minister 
Eaer Welxman predicted'' that .the 
most difficult partner In tbe up- 
coming autonomy negotiations would 
be the U.S. — not Egypt 

Welxman accused the Americans 
of being “the only party to the peace 
agreement not to have modified Its 
stance in any way, and not to have 
adjusted its attitude to the new reali- 
ty. 

**I often tell my American 
colleagues that while Sadat agreed to 
recognize Israel and we agreed to 
make considerable territ or ial com- 
promises, the Americans are still 
talking about the 1967 frontiers, with 
mhww adjustments, Just as they did 
years ago — as if nothing new has 
happened." 

In what was seen as an attempt to 


endear himself anew to the Herat 
mainstream. Weizman said he 
favours settlement in all parts of 
Eretz Ylsr&el — “not Just for securi- 
ty purposes, but to live up to Zionist 
ideals aa'wefl." 

His words were immediately Inter- 
preted as criticism of Labour's 
policy of settlements only in 
strategically Important areas, such 
as the Jordan' Rift; 

“There are baric values from 
which one never departs, such as our 
right to the entire Land of Israel and 
the whole of Jerusalem,” Weizman 
declared. 

But to the sound of hecklers which 
threatened to plunge the convention 
into pandemonium, Weizman ex- 
plained that he Is against “partisan 
settlement attempts." He said he 
preferred a number of large 
settlements to many small, weak 
ones. 

“I am against expropriation of 
land, but I win abide by any majority 
cabinet decision" the defence 
minister said. 

When hecklers questioned his 
belief In Egypt’s peaceful Intentions, 
Weizman retorted, “If there is a 
change in Egyptian positions, we win 

simply ehtWBinai. a'foiarth time. We 
were there three times before. If we 
are cheated, we will go in once again 
and never get out.” 

The battle with the terr o rist s will 
take a long time “and has Just 
begun,” Weizman said. “It will not 
be fought conventionally.*' the 
defence minister added. 

Weiz m a n . seen by many as the 
architect of the 1977 Likud victory, 
said he Is sure Ms party will stay in 
power for another 12 years. "There is 
a better-than-eve n chance that we 
will win in 1981, and I am rarely 
wrong about things like that." 

Weizman’s deputy. Mordechal 
Zfpori. electrified the convention 
with stinging attacks an tbe Labour 
Party.

Clark affirms move to J’lem 


OTTAWA. — Canadian Prime 
Minister Joe Clark said yesterday he 
.will follow through with promises to 
move Canada's embassy in Israel 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 

It is up to foreign affairs officials to 
make that goal realizable." the new 
prime minister told a news -con- 
ference. 

Earlier, Clark’s new External Af- 
fairs Minister Flora MacDonald said 
no date has been fixed for the 
transfer. “We will have to have a 
briefing on what, and how, and when 
that can be done." she told reporters 
on Monday night after she and other 


members of tbe 29-strong cabinet 
were sworn in. 

Clark made the pledge during the 
campaign for last month's general 
elections, won by his Progressive 
Conservative Party. 

- The promise provoked one Arab 
diplomat in Ottawa to say that If the 
move was carried out, Arab coun- 
tries would have to strike back at 
Canada. He did not say how. 

Canada’s then prime minister, 
Pierre Trudeau, condemned Clark's 
statement as totally irresponsible 
and a provocative act.

Iraqi jets hit 
Kurds in Iran 


TEHERAN. — Iraqi air force 
jets Monday strafed five west 
Iranian villages, killing six per- 
sona and wounding four others, 
in the worst border incident 
between the two countries In 
more than two years. Iran 
protested to Iraq over the attack. 

Pars news agency said four air- 
craft of the Iraqi air force crossed 
over the Iranian air space and atraf-- 
ed five villages in the Sardasht area, 
near tbe Iraqi border, 525 km. due 
west of Teheran. 

Interior Minister Ahmad Sadr HaJ 
Syed Javadl said the air attack had 
caused heavy damage and -reports 
reaching him said tbe Iraqis had 
used rockets In their strike, destroy- 
ing a large area. . 

He said the attack appeared aimed 
at Kurdish bases belonging to the 
guerrilla movement seeking an In- 
dependent Kurdish state in northern 
Iraq, and the Kurdish Democratic 
Party. He said Kurdish guerrillas 
had been attacking Iraqi positions 
across the border lately. 

Rahim Seyf Qazl, a Kurdish 
leader, said late yesterday that the 
situation in the villages had returned 
td norma!. He said Kurdish activists 
had been sent to the area to see what 
aid the villages required. 

Speaking by telephone from 
Mahabad, about 75 km. from the 
Iraqi border, Qazl said he believed 
the attack was an Iraqi reprisal 
against Iran for the Khuzestan 


fighting, where 37 people were killed 
and nearly 200 wounded In fighting 
between revolutionary guardsmen 
and Khuzestan Arabs. 

“We condemn this illegal attack 
and categorically support the Ira- 
nian government in this matter.” 
Qazl sold. “If such attacks continue, 
the situation can become much more 
complicated.” 

Pars, quoting Provincial Governor 
Mohammad Abbasi, said the attack 
caused damage worth $270,000 In- 
cluding livestock losses. 

Iraqi Ambassador Abdul Malek al- 
Yassin was summoned to the 
Foreign Ministry where an official 
protest was lodged to the govern- 
ment of Iraq. 

The incident was the most serious 
border violation reported by Iran 
since the two countries reconciled 
their differences over the Kurdish 
rebellion rind reached an agreement 
in March 197S. 

The shah, who signed the agree- 
ment with Iraqi strongman Saddam 
Hossein in Algiers, terminated 
military aide to the' Iraqi Kurds, 
causing the collapse of their move- 
ment and a serious split In Kurdish 
ranks. 

Monday's air attack followed 
several days of bitter accusations by 
Iranian authorities of Iraqi interven- 
tion in an Arab revolt In Khuzestan. 
Iran's oil-rich southern region. Iraq 
had denied the charges in radio 
broadcasts from Baghdad. (UPI.

Egypt— 12 years after the Six Day War 


CAIRO, TUESDAY 4- JUNE FIFTR. 
Sariy moming. A siren walls in the 
streets af Crira. tFassdra-by with a 
sense of history must Imve smiled in- 
wardly as they saw tile familiar eye- 
patched flgute streaking through the 
city yester da y In a shiny Umousine. 

The same man, twelve years 
earlier to the moment, had been 
responsible for the soundings of 
sirens of a different kind in the Egyp- 
tian capital. - 

Nor was ti» exquisite poignancy of 
yesterday’s anniversary lost on 
Mbshe and Rahel Dayan, as they 
surveyed, an hour later, the ohm 
sliver of inhabited. NDe-ride Egypt 
from the cockpit of an Egyptian 
plane heading far Luxor. 

Then, twelve years ago, other 
Israelis, brother planes, headed on 
the some .course, had surveyed the 
breathtaking scenery from aloft. 
Then, their mission wa a to sow 
destruction and havoc at Luxor air- 
port, and at a doze^ other airstrips 
thoughout the country. Yesterday, 
Dayan’s purpose was to lay another 
stone on the rising edifice of peace. 

At last, after thirty years of en- 
forced estrangement from a field 
which fascinates him. Egyptology, 
he plunged with boundless 
enthusiasm, and to the evident 
delight of Ms hosts. Into the fantastic 
treasures of the capital of Pharaonic 
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civilization. 

Even the aeroplane in which 
Dayan and his party were flown to 
Luxor symbolized the cataclysm 
that has occurred since that June 
morning in 1967. It was a Cl 30 (Her- 
cules) , one of the dozen whose supply 
My the U.S. to Egypt in 1976 provoked 
an indig n a nt outcry from IsraeL 

There were no harsh words about 
the plane yesterday. Instead. Dayan 
and Ms wife posed with the pilot In 
the cockpit, while the flight engineer 
snapped them, and then squeezed in 
beside the engineer far the pilot to 
record this piece of history In his 
family album.. 

Mo she ami Rahel Dayan reminisc- 
ed quietly about tbe breakfast they 
had hurriedly eaten together at a lit- 
tle cafe near the Defence Ministry in 
Tel Aviv, exactly 12 years before. “I 
knew there was something up,” 
Rahel recalled. "He said he had no 
time to drive me to work...” 

Once' in Luxor, and with the 
Welcomes of local dignitaries 
pleasantly bestowed, Dayan threw 
himself Into the archaeological ex- 
perience — which surely has few 
parallels the world over — with 


energy and stamina that defied his 
sixty-two years. 

Ferried around between the spec- 
tacular tombs and temples aboard a 
dusty, dented limousine, the foreign 
minister bzushed aside the ex- 
hausted moans of his sweating en- 
tourage, trudging through the un- 
derground chambers, deciphering 
the hieroglyphics, staring entranced 
at the bas-reliefs, firing Innumerable 
questions at his guide, seeking to 
cram into a few hours an itinerary 
which tourists with more time to 
spare take a leisurely week over. 

The tour embraced the great 
temples of Karnak, the tombs of 
Tutankamen and of Seti I In the 
"Valley of the Kings," the temple of 
Queen Hutshepaut, the tomb of 
Queen Nefertarl, and the beautifully 
appointed Luxor Archaeological 
Museum. 

Incredibly, all this still left time 
for two lazy crossings of the Nile 
aboard a pleasure boat, an exchange 
of banter in Yiddish with visiting 
American tourists, some handshak- 
ing — in flat contravention of the 
Egyptian security men's Insistence 
— with ecstatic local peasants, and a 
lunch at the New Winter Palace 


Hotel, which adjoins the late King 
Farouk's erstwhile rest-home. 

Dayan's adroitness at reading 
hieroglyphics astonished even his 
close aides. "I knew he dabbled,” 
said Naftall Lavie, his longtime 
spokesman. “But I never knew he 
was fluent in it.” 

Dayan’s performance earned him 
high marks from his guide, the direc- 
tor of antiquities for the Luxor 
region, Mohammed Al-Saglr. 

"No matter how many books I 
have read and pictures I have 
studied,” said Dayan appreciative- 
ly. "nothing can even begin to com- 
pare with seeing the real thing in its 
proper perspective.” 

With the complicated logistic 
arrangements (which had to span 
both sides of the river and all three 
means of transport: air, laud and 
water) working like a well-oiled 
machine, a tired, grimy, but radiant- 
ly satisfied foreign minister, flew 
back to Cairo as the sun set. 

His aides, equally exhausted, and 
no less uplifted, catnapped aboard 
the thunderously noisy Hercules In 
preparation for a long evening of 
negotiations with their Egyptian 
counterparts over. Inter alia, 
arrangements that will enable or- 
dinary Israelis to follow In Dayan’s 
footsteps and experience the incom-

Justice minister asks 100% 
salary increase for judge

Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir 
yesterday asked the Knesset 
Finance Committee to authorise a 
100 per cent salary increase for 
Judges. 

The current salary of a Supreme 
Court Justice is ILSO.OOO monthly. If 
Tamir’s request Is granted, they will 
earn IL66.00Q monthly. 

Tamir argned that the Judges* 
salaries have declined in real . value 
by nearly 85 per cent between Oc- 
tober 1977 and March of this year. 
By how, he said, they have declined 
by. 100 per cent, which must be cor- 
rected. 

Tamir said that judges don’t get 
coct-of-Hvisg increases beyond a 
XLX4.400 celling, and that increasing 
salaries have put them Into higher 


tax brackets. 

Tamir tried to camouflage his re- 
quest by asking for a series of 
special benefits for Judges. An end to 
the C-o-L celling, a sabbatical fond, 
a loan fond for automobiles, and free 
medical care for all Judges were 
»nwwg his rec omm endations- 

Economic circles yesterday in 
Jerusalem expressed fear that 
Tamir’s recommendations would 
lead to an inevitable inflationary 
spiral. They said ministers, deputy 
ministers, academics and director- 
generals would follow the judges, 
leading the way for the rest of the 
salaried economy. 

Former finance minister 
Yehoshna Rabinnwitz said he was 
against the proposal, while com- 
mittee chairman Avraham Melamed 
said he supported “some" salary 
hike.

advertising service to push the anti- 
inflation drive. Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehezekl Floumln told The 
Jerusalem Post-. J, If we wait for 
them to do the Job, inflation will 
snowball another 100 per cent tn the 
meantime. 

The Treasury spokesman said, 
“We have not committed ourselves 
to finance this campaign. 

Dahaf chief Zur&bln told The Post 
last night: “Footing the bill for the 
campaign will be the State of Israel, 
the drive will continue foil force 
in newspapers, on radio and on 
television.” 

He added that his firm to under 
contract to the Bank of Israel as 
advertising consultant. But a Bank 
of Israel spokesman told The Post 
last night that the drafts of yester- 
day's large adverts had never been 
shown to Bank of Israel officials for 
their approval.

Farmers to stop marketing 
frozen poultry in protest

' TEL AVIV. — A shortage of frozen 
poultry in stores may develop in a 
few days following a decision by 
loultry farmers to stop marketing 
frozen chickens today. 

Hie farmers claim that the import 
of low-priced subsidised frozen beef 
has caused a drop In sales of frozen 
poultry. , 

The farmers are demanding either 
a stop in the subsidy on frozen. beef 
or an increase in the subsidy on 
frozen chicken, so that the consumer 
will find it worthwhile to buy chicken 
Instead of beef. 

. Farming sources say that the deci- 
sion to stop marketing chickens 
could backfire since the available 
cold storage for poultry Is already 
nearly full. If the sanctions last more 
than a few days, the slaughterhouses 
and processing plants will not be 

Chinese invited to 
*talks in Moscow 

MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union has responded to China's offer 
of talks on improving strained 
relations by Inviting a senior Chinese 
envoy to Moscow In July or August. 

The Soviet proposal was handed by 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko to 
China's Charge d ’Affaires Tian 
Zengpel at a meeting here on Mon- 
day, Teas news agency said yester- 
day. An official Chinese spokesman 
. in Peking sold the proposal was be- 
ing studied. 

The aide memoirs was the fourth 
-communication between Moscow 
and Peking, at loggerheads for near- 
ly two decades, since China an- 
nounced on April 3 that it would not 
be renewing the two countries' 30- 
year friendship treaty.

Industry and Commerce Minister 
Gideon Patt plans to "throw a 
spanner into the import works" by 
refusing to lower tariffs on IL120m. 
worth of goods, as recommended by 
the Treasury. 

The Treasury had prepared a list 
of lower tariffs for imported goods 
whicb cost the country nearly 
ILSOOm. a year. Minister Patt. speak- 
ing at a press conference in 
Jerusalem yesterday, said that 
IL90m. of these goads are “all sorts 
Of rags and funny and unnecessary 
things. The "funny goods" include 
dog biscuits, cage-birds and rice 
paper. Lowering tariffs on these 
goods would do the economy no good, 
he said. 

On the other hand. Patt said he had 
approved lower tariffs for IU20m. 
worth of raw materials for industry. 

The Treasury list Includes another 


IL90m. worth of goods, mainly 
machinery which is used by local In- 
dustry. The minister said he would 
consult with industry before lowering 
tariffs on these goods. 

Patt also said he would draw up 
more stringent limitations on im- 
ports, to stop the country from being 
Inundated with inferior goods. He 
said he would demand the re- 
institutlon of Import licences if this 
was necessary to accomplish this 
goal. The ministry plans to bar the 
import of rejects from factories 
abroad and demand ( that all goods 
are labelled in Hebrew before they 
arrive in Israel. The ministry will 
also not allow imports of goods from 
countries whicb do not maintain full 
and open trade relations with Israel, 
such as Poland and Bulgaria, he 
said.

Gov’t to prevent rise 
in energy consumption

Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda'l 
said yesterday that the ministry's 
present policy is the modest one of 
keeping energy consumption at its 
current level. This, he said, could be 
done without harming the country’s 
economic development or the stan- 
dard of living. 

Surveying his ministry's activities 
In the context of the Knesset budget 
debate, Moda'l said that while the 
ministry was preparing contingency 
plans on the curtailment of energy 
consumption — "and those toil! 
hurt" — they would be employed 
only if the situation deteriorated. 

At present, Moda’l said, it would 
suffice if the clearly wasteful use of 
energy was halted: highways lit up 
at high noon, blinding lights on 
highway advertising, exaggerated 
lighting of show windows. 

Israel is now getting oil from two 
sources — Mexico and the Alma oil- 
field off the Sinai coast— Modal said. 
There are other countries whom 
Israel has every right to expect 
would sell it oil, but who have so far 
been adamant. But Israel was still 
trying to persuade them. 

Moda'l said that all signs point to a' 
worsening of the energy situation. It 
was therefore vital for Israel to in- 
tensify oil drilling. He also men- 
tioned substitutes for oil. such as 
solar energy; but be felt that not too 
much could be expected In this 
respect. 

The experts are agreed, Moda’l 
said, that the Alma field, which 
Israel must hand over to Egypt in 
the course of the year, has the poten- 
tial of supplying all of Israel’s oil

There la still no practical 
programme for saving energy in in- 
dustrial plants, in trade, in various 
institutions, and in the water system. 
There are fruitless debates over the 
proposal to require the installation of 
sun heaters in existing cooperative 
houses, but the plans for construc- 
tion In the Negev do not call for the 
use of solar heaters. 

Gideon Hausner (Independent 
Liberals) : Tbe closing of petrol 
stations on Saturdays will cause ' 
bitterness among the driving public 
and satisfaction among the religious 
parties, but It will not save oil.

visa. In the past, Israeli newsmen 
have been limited to seven' days and 
required to apply for extensions If 
they wished to stay on.' ' 

But the visas are still stamped 
onto pieces of paper — not onto any 
Israeli passports. The same applies 
to the service passports of the 
diplomats accompanying Dayan. 
Some of them commented adversely 
on this state of affairs, observing 
that now that peace reigns they 
would have expected to have their 
passports stamped in the regular 
way. 

The minister stressed, as he has 
not done in the past, that the Cairo 
government would encourage 
parallel groups of professionals to 
visit Israel. The traffic using the air 
route, he indicated, would be two- 
way. 

Ambassador (ex-general) Taha 
Maghdoub. the Egyptian official 
heading the normalization talks at 
the technical level, confirmed to The 
Post that the intention Is to keep the 
land border effectively closed at this 
stage. The air link will thus be the 
primary channel of travel. 

Maghdoub and Israel's chief 
negotiator Yosef Hadass have 
arranged to meet next at EI-Axish 
next week.

Big parties want more 
public cash for last poll

Empty party coffers have again 
prompted the three big parties to 
propose a retroactive election finan- 
cing bill, to cover their deficits from 
the last municipal elections, at the 
expense of the tax-payer. 

The Likud, the Alignment and the 
National Religious Party yesterday 
tabled, for tbe second time, 
supplementary election financing 
legislation relating to last year’s 
second-round polls. Also for the se- 
cond time, they plan to push the 
legislation through the Knesset 
Interior Committee. Instead of the 
Finance Committee. 

The legislation will cost the tax- 
payer another ILim., at a conser- 
vative estimate. Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehezkel Flomln told The 
Jerusalem Post that he had not been 
consulted. 

The text of the draft bill, couched 
In the usual obscure language, was 
signed by Pessah Grupper (Likud), 
Danny Rosolio (Alignment) and 
Benzion Rubin (NRP i . The explana- 
tion appended said that when. last 
February, the first (retroactive) 
election financing .bill was passed, 
and more caah was found for the par- 
ty coffers, "i was not made clear, 
that the additional financing covered 
the second round of the municipal 
elections.

State Comptroller Yitzhak Nebcn- 
zahl made it plain in the Knesset 
State Control Committee yesterday 
that his office and the army were not 
on the same wavelength with regard 
to fais report on the Litani operation 
of spring 1978. 

Dr. Nebenzahl presented the com- 
mittee with a list of six reservations 
on the testimony It got last month 
from the deputy chief of staff, Aluf 
Yekutiel Adam. 

In item after item Dr. Nebenzahl 
wrote that, .whereas the deputy chief 
of staff left the committee with a cer- 
tain impression concerning points 
handled in the report on the Litani. 
operation, the report did not say 
what the senior officer claimed it 
does. 

Aluf Adam left the impression that 
details on army casualties were 
drawn from the IDF chief medical 
officer when in fact the state comp- 
troller's officials examined the case 
of every single soldier-casualty 
directly with the commanding of- 
ficer of the unit Involved, Nebenzahl 
said. 


The comptroller confirmed tint he 
regularly relied on the findings of la. , 
ternal IDF inquiries but added that 
his office frequently came up with 
Interpretation of those findings that 
differed from that of the IDF. 

Rephrasing what he wrote about 
discipline and casualties In various 
parts of his report, Nebenzahl quoted 
from an inquiry that "in. some 
localities casualties were caused as. 
a result of battle routines not being 
properly carried out" and that "a 
significant proportion of the casualty 
total occurred as a result of defec- 
tive operational discipline and poor 
discipline' with regard to fire 
security.” 

Dr. Nebenzahl noted that the 
Knesset State Control Committee 
had been told (by Aluf Adam) that if 
units were not adequately supplied 
with intelligence material when they 
went Into Lebanon, this was because 
these units had not been scheduled to 
take part in the operation originally.

TEL AVIV: — A navy commission 
appointed to investigate the April 22 
terrorist attack in Nahariya has 
found that the navy was not to 
blame. 

A similar seaborne terrorist mis- 
sion was foiled by navy patrol boats 
Sunday night. 

Aluf Ze’ev Almog. commander of 
the Navy, told a press conference 
here yesterday that while "some 
faults were noted” by the inquiry, 
they were not directly linked to the 
terrorists* successful landing. 
Almog said there was no "significant 
shortcoming" on the part of the navy 
during the Incident, during which 
four Israelis were killed. 

Almog also gave further details on 
Sunday night's successful elimina- 
tion of a terrorist speedboat. Two 


Dabbur boats were involved in the 
engagement near Roah Hanikra, and 
the speedboat was destroy ed after It 
fired upon the pursuing vessels. 

Foreign reports from Damascus 
quoted the PLO news agency WAFA 
as saying that a terrorist recon- 
naissance boat was intercepted by 
two Israeli vessels near Herzliya but 
initially evaded them. WAFA said 
the boat was destroyed after a se- 
cond helicopter-supported naval 
force scored direct hits. The news 
agency reported that four terrorists 
aboard were killed. 

Reviewing Israel naval 
precautions against such attacks, 
Almog said that missile boats go 40> 
50 miles out to sea to the inter- 
national shipping lane from Tripoli 
and Limassol to Port Said. He said 
that terrorist vessels use that route 
alongside other ships until they are 
apposite the Israel coast.

Business as usual 
on West Bank for 
war anniversary

Fishing ‘armada’ may protest 100-km. limit

HAIFA. — Israel’s trawl fishermen 
are organising a peaceful armada of 
boats to challenge the 100 -kilometre 
fishing limit the Israel Navy im- 
posed on the North Sinai fishing 
grounds on May 26, The. Jerusalem 
Post was told yesterday. 

The unarmed fleet willput to sea 
"if we don’t hear from the 
agriculture minister (Ariel Sharon) 
on the future of our work within & 
tew days," they said.

and the fishermen consider 
themselves evacuees. 

Fishermen's Union secretary 
Xt&m&r Kata said that the Egyptians 
Imposed the usual 1 2 -mile territorial 
waters limit when El-Ariah was 
returned to them, but the Israel 
Navy had increased It to 100 kms. 
"We can live with the 12-mile limit. 
The water depth there, 100 fathoms 
(180 metres), is Just within our 
trawling capability — ■ although we’ll 
lose toe lucrative shrimps." Kata 
.said. 

He complained that the union was 
being given a “runaround" by the 
authorities. The trawlmen. whose 20 
boats have been laid up by the 
closure of toe Sinai fishing grounds 
— the only ones that are productive 
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in the summer — "are running out of 
patience," Kata said. 

The union talked with navy 
representatives who assured them 
that the 100 -km. limit was “tem- 
porary" and might be adjusted, but 
they set no time for the adjustment. 
Efforts to meet Sharon have failed 
and the other officials the fishermen 
have seen have had no ' straight 
answers. 

"We want no confrontation with 
the navy or to run foul of the law. But 
if we don’t get an authoritative 
answer soon, I'm afraid the men will 
take things Into their, own hands," 
Katz said. 

The union wants Sharon either to 
let them return to the Sinai fishing 
grounds, outside the 12 -mlle limit, or 
officially declare the fleet fishermen 
“Sisal evacuees'* and pay them 
compensation. 

The Post learned that Israel haa 
offered Egypt a mutual fishing 
agreement, whereby the small 
Israeli trawler fleet would fish off 
Northern Sinai in the summer and 
Egyptian fishermen would work the 
Israeli coast in winter. So far the 
Egyptians have declined the offer, 
presumably because winter fishin g 
here is not comparable to summer 
fishing off the relatively rich Sinai 
coast. 

Israel also has a 02 -mile fishing 
limi t. Some countries bordering the 
big oceans have imposed 100- and 
even 200 -mile limits, but this is not 

considered practical in toe small 
Mediterranean. No Mediterranean 
littoral country has imposed such a 
limit.

Another two weeks of drilling will 
determine whether the oil touched at 
the Ashdod V exploration site last 
weekend is pf commercial quality 
and in good supply, an official of the 
Ministry of Energy told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

"We’re hoping it’s a real strike," 
he added. 

Sources at Lapldot Oil Company, 
which Is operating at the site for the 
government-owned National 
Petroleum Exploration and Invest- 
ment Corporation, said the oil had 
gushed into the rig, and laboratory 
investigations found the petroleum 
free of water. 

But they warned against over- 
optimism, pointing to the fact that 
similar signs had been found In 
previous drilling at nearby Gan 
Yavne. But the project was aban- 
doned as unfeasible. 

The oil at Ashdod V was detected 
at a depth of 2,500 metres. 

Police chief

SAFAD (itim). — The attorney- 
general has asked the Tel Aviv 
prosecutor’s office to bring charges 
against the Safad police chief and 
another officer who allegedly beat 
up a 17-year-old boy.

Khomeini warns Iran: 
Do not oppose Islam 
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TEHERAN (UPI). — Backed by a 
massive show of support, Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini denounced 
Iran’s secular groups yesterday and 
warned them against a confrontation 
with the Moslem clergy. 

Hundreda of thousands of men and 
women responded to Khomeini's call 
to join a march to mourn the 
reported 15,000 victims of an un- 
successful 1968 uprising against the 
shah and to show support for 
Khomeini, the 79-year-old leader of 
the fundamentalist Iranian revolu- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, the chief of Iran’s oil 
company, the NIOC, Hasson North, 
denied charges by U.8. Democratic 
Representative Lea Aspic of Wiscon- 
sin that Iran was cheating on its oil 
sales contracts. Naslh said the com- 
pany waa trying to meet demands of 
a larger number of customers. 

In his first public appearance 
since Saturday, which broke an an- 
nounced week-long seclusion. 
Khomeini reacted to recent criticism 

of his Islamic government by the 
National Democratic Front and 
other dissident secular Individuals 
and groups. 

“It waa Islam which freed all the 
people." Khomeini said. HO warned 
the secular groups. “Do not oppose 
Islam. Come in the midst of the na- 
tion and say what it says." 

At another point, Khomeini 
repeated the warning and told non- 
religious groups, “Do not oppose the 
spiritual (class). “ 

A resolution read out to the gather- 
ing in Teheran accused the U.S. 
Senate of “shameless plots” and 
“biased propaganda" against Iran. 

Prime Minister Mehdl Bax organ's 
provisional government was also 


told to- strictly follow guidelines set 
lor Khomeini. 

At least 800,000 people took part 
yesterday In Teheran rallies, the 
largest of which was held at the 
scene of Shootings last year and in 
1988. (It waa after the foiled 1983 up- 
rising that Khomeini went into exile. 
He returned In February to topple 
the shah.) 

‘ Women revolutionaries carried 
Israeli-mode Urt submachine-guns, 
Belgian G-S rifles and tiny Iranian 
flags with portraits of Khomeini 
printed over their tricolour sign. 

While the marches went on* North 
sold the NIOC asked “customers 
with whom we have signed nine- 
month contracts to reduce their 
share to the extent possible so that 
we can sell to other customers." 

He said the customers accepted 
“quite willingly" and no pressure 
was brought to bear upon them to 
reduce their share. 

He said, “The reason Is clear. The 
world needs ofl. Customers can buy 
and carry whatever they can." He 
denied Iran was taking advantage of 
tiie current oil supplies situation. 

Narth said the cutbacks were "not 
upon Iran's Initiative” and added, 
“It is below our dignity" to make 
such a demand. 

He said Iran was observing prices 
set by OPEC, plus surcharges im- 
posed after agreement among OPEC 
members. 

The oil company chief said con- 
sumer countries, particularly the 
U.S., were “deeply wounded” 
because of the “rupture of their links 
with our oil sources.” 

“They want to use every chance to 
undermine our actions or our policy. 
One must not be surprised," he said.

Managua paralysed as strike 
sparks ‘final offensive’ 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua <AF). — 
Gunbattles In the streets and a 
general strike paralysed 
Nicaragua's capital yesterday as lef- 
tist guerrillas held most of two 
northern cities and battled President 
Anastasio Soraoza’a troops in the 
south. 

Moderate opposition and religious 
groups supported the strike called by 
Sandlnlsta guerrillas as part of what 
they coll a “final offensive" to bring 
down the government of General 
Somoza, whose family has ruled 
Nicaragua for 42 years. 

There were no buses and few taxis 
operating Monday, the first day of 
the strike, paralysing transportation 
and making ft impossible for most 
workers to get to their offices. 

The only businesses that could be 
found open were government offices 
and some gasoline stations. 

Most of the banks closed by noon 
and reporter s witnessed at least one 
incident in which a gas station 
operator apparently waa intimidated 


into closing in the middle of filling a 
customer's tank. 

Somoza had promised to put 2.000 
troops on Managua’s streets to 
guarantee people the right to work. 
But troops were visible only in large 
and infrequent convoys and at a few 
key intersections. 


Corpse surprises thief 


VEREBNIGING. South Africa 
(AP). — An alleged car thief got 
more than just a vehicle when he 
stole a van parked behind the local 
hospital, police said yesterday. 

The van contained a corpse of a 
deceased patient destined for a local 
funeral home. The van driver called 
police in this community. 40 
kilometr es west of Johannesburg, 
who quickly located the van and its 
new driver. 

The alleged thief told police he had 
just purchased the van. When the 
police pointed at the corpse, he told 
them he had purchased it as well. 


SALISBURY, Zlmbabw e-Rhodes la. 
— .Black politician Ndabaningi 
Sithole. whose men are suspected of 
having plotted to assassinate newly 
installed block Prime Minister Abel 
Muzorewa, yesterday challenged the 
government to release details of the 
alleged conspiracy. 

“Unless you comply," sold Sithole, 
leader of the Zimbabwe African 
National Union (ZANTJ), “the public 
will be justified to assume that you 
merely made these statements os. 
part of your political strategy 
against ZANU..." 

Sithole 'a challenge come in a letter 
to Muzorew&'s minister of law and 
order, Francis Zindoga, who said 
over the weekend that police had un- 
covered a “specific and definite con- 
spiracy” to kill Muzorewa and some 
of his senior colleagues. 

Zindoga declined to cite a direct 
link between the suspected plot and a 
string of arrests of ZANU members 
over recent days. But he said ZANU 
supporters had been behaving like 
“hooligans” and that the ZANU men 
being detained had been questioned 
about illegal possession of ammuni- 
tion. 

In Maputo, breakaway Zlmbabw e- 
Rhodesian leader Robert Mugabe 
yesterday claimed that Salisbury’s 
raid Monday on one of hla 
Mozambican-baaed outposts was a 
clear sign that former prime 
minl^tor Tnw Smith still runs the 
country. 

Mugabe, in an interview with 
ANOP, Portugal’s national news 
agency, said the air and ground 


strike against one of his Patriotic 
Front bases was "proof that there 
has been no change whatsoever in 
the Salisbury regime.”

ACCRA. Ghana (UPI). — R*bel air 
farce officers who announced over - 
Ghana Radio that they had 
overthrown the government went 
back on the air yesterday to “assure 
the nation” they were in firm control 
and hmi set up a new ruling council. 

A Ghana Radio broadcast 
repeated throughout yesterday Bur- 
ning said all borders and points of 
entry into G hana, had been closed 
and that a dawn-to-dusk curfew 
ordered on Monday would not be 
lifted until further notice. 

Armed forces and police personnel 
not detailed for specific duties were 
order e d to remain in their barracks. 

First news of an uprising came in 
an early morning rebel broadcast on 
Monday aad a fast series of rival an- 
nouncements during the day outlined 
the events ■'"in the former British 
colony. 

There was no independent confir- 
mation of the reported overthrow. 

Yesterday's broadcast repeated 
an earlier order for all members of 
toe government's ruling Supreme- 
Military Council and its affiliates, 
principal secretaries and regional 
commissioners to report to the 
nearest police station, military 
barracks or air force station. 

It said all essential goods must be 
sold “within the controlled prices" 
■mi that failure to maintain price 
controls “would invite serious 
rep risals from the armed forces 
.revolutionary council.” 

The unidentified speaker began 
the broadcast saying, "I am in the 
studio this morning to inform you 
t frnf the general officers and the men 
of the Ghana armed forces yester- 
day (Monday) successfully 
overthrew the last vestiges of the 
SMC (Supreme Military Council) 
regime." 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Black 
leaders yesterday enthusiastically 
welcomed the resignation of Presi- 
dent John Vorster.

Pope urges more freedom for Polish churc 


CZESTOCHOWA,' Poland. — Pope 
John Paul II yesterday urged 
Poland’s Roman Catholic bishops to 
seek further freedoms for the church 
from the country’s Communist 
rulers. 

He told the 70 bishops, meeting, 
with him behind closed doors at the 
ancient Jasma Gora (mountain of 
light) monastery, that he backed 
their efforts over the past several 
years to secure a modus vsvsmfi 
agreement with the Communist 
government. 

The pope said that the Polish, 
bishops’ efforts "clearly show, that 
authentic dialogue must respect the 
convictions of believers, ensure all 
the rights of citizens and also the 
normal conditions for the activity of 
the church as a religious community 
to which the vast majority of Poles 


•belong.” ’’ 

The j>ope said he knew that 
negotiation with the Communist 
government could not be easy, 
“because it takes place between two 
concepts of the world which are' 
diametrically opposed.” - 

The pope also said that the Vatican 
welcomed diplomatic ties with all 
.nations, thus clearly inviting thia es- 
tablishment of diplomatic relat&na 
between Warsaw and the Holy See. 

Hie pope’s hard-hitting speech 
was not Immediately available to the 
press, but a few copies filtered outm 
journalists. A well-placed Vatican 
source said the Polish bishops di<| 
not wish journalists to obtain th«a 
speech until they had studied It ' 
themselves.

Frosch said the main problem 
delaying shuttle preparations is the 
installation of ceramic insulation 
tiles on the Columbia’s aluminium 
skin at the Kennedy Space Centre. 
There are stQl about 8,000 of the tiles 
to be installed and Frosch. aaid the 
installation rate la only about 200 a 
week, less than one-third of the

As heir-apparent to head the large 
clan. Mahmoun. 25. is patient about 
avenging the death of his father. 

Visitors are offered cold drinks, an 
assortment of cigarettes, and small 
cope of symbolic bitter coffee from a 
silver samovar strapped to the waist 
of a burly man. Mahmoun measures 
his father’s popularity by the 
amount of coffee served at the home 
since Saturday. "Twenty-five kilos 
or about 4-8,000 cups per day.” he 
boasts. 

Mahmoun's older brother was kill- 
ed on a PLO border raid In 1970. Two 
other brothers are In jail. Thus the 
son says the assassins got the wrong 
man. 

1 'Father was a pillar of Palestinian 
struggle. He supported the peace in- 
itiative because he was a 
pragmatist. He believed that 
through Sadat would emerge the in- 
dependent state he longed for. 

Mahmoun, who takes over his 
father's house and factories, said he 
will carry on the work. “I too support 
the initiative, but only If it win lead 
to freedom for my people,” he sold.

under Popes John XXJU and Paul VI, 
have been reassured by the new 
pope’s stern orthodoxy on the celib- 
acy of priests, divorce, contra- 
ception and abortion. 

But liberals express Increasing un- 
easiness .os the pope begins to define 
his doctrinal positions. While the 
pope' expresses continued support 
for unity with other Christian 
churches, he has begun to close off 
many of the new avenues of Catholic 
thought that were bringing Catholic 
theologians closer to their Protes- 
tant colleagues. 

Communists are also uneasy 
without being able to pinpoint exact- 
ly what bothers them. The Italian 
Co mmunis ts, who- are the moat 
directly concerned, say they are 
pleased that the pope seems to have 
taken the Church out of Italian 
politics and with his reaffirmation of 
the search for good relations with the 
Communist states of Eastern Eu- 
rope. 

JOHN PAUL’S pull is so strong that 
whole villages hire buses to come see 
him as a group, town Communist* 
and Socialists included. 

The most compelling argument in- 
side the Oiurch for going with the 
times has been its declining number 
of priests. Some 2,000 have left the 
priesthood, moat to be married, 
since 1984. Few young men are 
entering the Church. According to 
one estimate, there were about 23,- 


000 priests in Italy in 1962 and just 
over 9,000 In 1978. 

To meet this crisis, Church moder- 
nists have proposed letting priests 
marry and the recruitment of 
married men as priests. The pope's 
answer bos been a ringing no. None 
of the thousands of applications to the 
Vatican to be released from priestly 
vows has been acted on since the 
election of the new pope In October, 
and he Is understood to have given 
orders that no new applications be 
forwarded to the Vatican. 

In a 85-page letter to the priests in 
April, the pope rejected all the 
arguments for abandoning priestly 
celibacy and, called on them to keep 
"one's word to Christ and the 
Church.” It may sometimes seem, 
the pope said, that the faithful want 
their priests to he "Uke them," but 
this 1b an Illusion. 

The Immediate reaction of many 
concerned about the crisis of 
vocations was that the Pope, who 
comes from one of the rare countries 
where Catholic fervour is so strong 
that there is no shortage of can- 
didates for .the priesthood, was 
deidOnstjkflng^his pro vincl attorn -by 
not considering the recruiting 
problem In the rest of the world. 

His answer seems to be that the 
power' of his own vigorous example 
can show how to renew dedication, 
even in countries where the Church 
does not play the special role it does 
in Poland or represent the nation 
against the state.

THERE HAVE been prices, large 
and small, to pay for the pope's star- 
dom. 

There Is the Insatiable curiosity 
that turns relatively serious political 
publications into movie fan 
magazines. Last week, instead of do- 
ing a cover story on this week's 
Italian national elections, the 
Roman newsweekly “Panorama" 
ran a cover on "Karol and Halloa 
Exclusive; the true story of the 
pope's young love." 

It was nothing more racy than an 
account of how, when he was 14, 
young Karol got up the courage to 
ask an attractive 12 -year-old for per- 
mission to cany her 'school books 
and that he used to spend a lot of 
time holding hands and taking walks 
with her, In his early teens. She to 
now the 57-year-old first lady of the 
Cracow Theatre and had an unhappy 
marriage that produced a daughter, 
now 38, who was the first baby 
Wojtyla baptized as a young priest. 

Then there is the inconvenience 
caused by the crowds that come to 
see him. John Paul ITs predecessors 
nsed to hold their weekly Wednesday 
audiences indoors at the Vatican for 
groups that numbered In the hun- 
dreds. 

The new pope at first tried to ac- 
commodate the thousands who come 
to see him by having two sessions 
every Wednesday. 

It was not enough, so he moved It 
outdoors Into Saint Peter's Square at 
noontime. But the Mayor of Rome 
complained that the hundreds of tour 
buses full of religious pilgrims were 
making the city's already chaotic 
mid-day traffic impenetrable. So the 
pope had to shift the audience to 
start at 6 p.m. 

There may be surprises during his 
. current trip to Poland, but so far the 
doctrinal dialogue that was being ac- 
tively pursued between Catholic and 
Marxists seems to have been replac- 
ed by silence. The word Marxism 
has yet to pass John Paul ITs lips in 
any statement he has made since 
becoming pope.

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MARGARET Thatcher's election aa 
prime minister of Great Britain was 
both good and bad news to the World 
Conference of Women Leaders 
which is being held this week In 
Jerusalem... 

Her success Increased the ranks of 
the top women leaders by one. But It 
also prevented, her from accepting 
an Invitatloh to the four-day j 
meeting. . 

In a telegram a few.weeks ego to 
the Council of Women's 
Organizations, which .is sponsoring 
the conference, Thatcher said she 
would come —if she lost the election. . 

Nevertheless, although there are 
no prime ministers aiming the 500 ■ 
delegates and observers, their ranks 
Include Tina: Anselmi, Italy's 
minister of health;. Natalie Lind, 
Denmark's justice minister; : 
Sweden's minister for civil services 
Marianne Wahl berg; Jeanne Ger- 
[vata, minister for women's affairs 
of the Ivory Coast; Jeanne S&wure. 
Canada's minister of com- 
munications; and Elisabeth Odio, 
Costa Rica’s minister of Justice 


Other prominent delegates are 
Anne Marie Renger, the vice presi- 
dent of the German Bundestag; 
Aase Lhmes, the. Norwegian chalr- 
man .of the Nobel Committee who . 
. presented Ifenahem Begin with his 
PtM.ce Prize; Angie Brooks, a Judge 
of the Liberian supreme court; Los 
Angeles' federal court of appeals 
Judge Shirley Hufotedier; and Mrs. 
Marta Soares L - a. member of Por- 
tugal’s parliament. 

What women . have achieved as 
leaden and how they can do more to 
ameliorate their countries ' problems 
are the main topics of the conference 
at the Jerusalem HUton Hotel. 

The organizers hope- that unlike, 
the lSTOconferenc&held in Mexico to 
mark the UN International Women’s 
Tear — which degenerated into a 
political free^for-all In which Israel 
and Zionism .were depicted as racist

l the Jerusalem conference will 

- stick to the issues at hand. 

Israel's Foreign Ministry, through 
its embassies and consulates around 
the world, helped select the par-. 
ticLpants. The council, chaired by 
tAiphni Smoirtb-Cohn (head of Kol 
Ylarael's music department and 
Vwifr. of Supreme-Court Justice Balm 
Cohn), was careful to keep a strict 
balance .of countries from various 
continents. Among those attending 
are the delegates from several coun- 
tries which have no diplomatic 
relations with Israel. 

At the conference opening in the 
Jerusalem . Theatre on Monday 


night, the women's long gowns and 
neat coiffures made H look like any 
other women's gathering.- But the 
few men present seemed to squirm 
in their seats when speakers decried 
men who opposed equal opportunity, 
education and pay for women. 

Dr. Janet Cockroft, chairman of 
the UN Commission on the Statue of 
Women,- suggested that women 
themselves are partly responsible 
for the missed opportunities. 

"Many women who work outside 
the home return to do the washing 
and take care of the children as if 
they hadn't. left the house. We must 
end this cycle of domestic slavery." 
she said. 

Boys, like girls, should be taught 
how to wash dishes and to take care 
of the house, so that men do not come 
to view domestic tasks as beneath 


their dignity. “X married an ex- 
tremely nice chap," said the British ] 
Fh-D. "and it took 10 years for him to 
learn how to make a decent cup of 
tea, 20 years to cook an egg and 30 
years to concoct a reasonable stew." 

She also noted that women voters 
too often' fail to support their 
“sisters" who run for office. Only 18 
Members of the British Parliament 
are women, she noted. Israel wss ( 
praised by many delegates for its' 
“forward-looking" policy on 
women's rights. Senator Margaret 
SuQfoyle, Australia's minister for 
social security, said that there was 
no better site than Jerusalem for 
holding the conference. 

The fact that there are nearly one 
million members in the bodies that 
form the Council of Women's 
Organizations In Israel — almost 
one-third of the country's population 
— proves that Israel Is a great 
adherent of 1 women's rights, 
suggested Prof. Nalla Tan of the 
University of Singapore. "Any step 
taken by women together is a step in 
the right direction." she said. 


Battle launched 


Jerusalem Post Reporter. 

THE BATTLE launched by a hand- 
ful of women for equal national ser- 
vice will be intensified by the newly 
organized “Fifth of lyar" circle, 
whose goals are “to realize the prin- 
ciples of the declaration of In- 
dependence in everyday life." . 

Reserve -Sergeants Trip ora 
Benesh and Rinat Levy, who helped 
found the group staged a hunger 
strike In front of the Knesset in 
February this year to protest the 
national service law which they 
claim discriminates against secular 
women.. 

They are among the leaders of the 
organisation for equal, national ser- 
vice, which is demanding a change 
in the women's draft law, so that all 

women, religious and secular, will 
have to serve some form of national 
.service. 

Benesh, Levy and representatives 
of the drtde have chaiged the govern- 


ment with abuse of the national 
service law and succumbing to 
pressures by religious parties. As a 
result, demoralization In the army 
has been increasing since the Six 
Day War. they said. 

Benesh and Levy told reporters 
recently the national service law, 
passed In 1853. has not been Im- 
plemented to this day. 

AT PRESENT. 53 per cent of Israel 
women evade military service. In 
addition to some 8,000 yeshiva 
students a year and turn the national 
service law Into a farce, they charg- 
ed. 

The Fifth of lyar Circle will also 
fight against the proposed amend- 
ment to cancel the “social" clause 
from the abortion law and against 
the draft, law being prepared by the 
ministry of religious affairs to ex- 
pand the rabbinical courts authority, 
the group's representatives said. 




CAIRO. — At Jacky's, the Nile 
Hilton's exclusive members-only 
discotheque, strobe lights are- 
flashing and music is blaring. The 
disc jockey, an Englishman, 
whispers into the mike : *Tm leaving 
Cairo at the end of the month. How- 
sad. I'll miss you all, the Nile, the 
baksheesh, the virgins..." 

THe Egyptians laugh. A 25-year- 
old engineering student thumps Us 
fist on the table, almost toppling the 
tall beer bottle. 

“Virgins,” he says with disgust. 
"Tea. like every other Egyptian I 
want my wife to be a virgin when 1 
marry her. So I can't go out with 
local women. Only the foreigners 
will come dancing with me.” 

The student, nicknamed. John 
Travolta by his friends, has been at : 
Jacky’s all night, tapping his foot Im- 
patiently to the sounds of the Bee 
Gees, hoping an unattached female 
will want to dance. He is out of hick 
this evening — only Egyptian men 
with their foreign dates have come to 
Jacky's. The only two single Egyp- 
tian women present both cling to 
their fiances. 

"WHEN THOSE borders open I'm 
headingto Tel Ablb," he declares. "I. 
hear that there are good discos and- 
beautiful single women who are per- 
mitted to go out. Believe me, if it's 
true, all the psychological barriers 
between Egyptians and Israelis will 
disappear immediately."

“IT 18 HARD fra: me to understandif 
Israelis really want peace,” says 
Samir, a Job management trainee at 
the Sheraton. -“When I hear Mr. 
Begin speak, ! think he doesn't like 
Arabs because he doesn't^ want 
' Palestinian problem, and if there la 
no solution there will never .be 
peace." 

.LQ&, a -tour guide, who next month . 
moves to Libya where her husband 
has a good-job, adds: “I want to go to 
ask Israelis what is their opinion 
. about peace. Bat do you think they 
will receive me well? In Kuwait and . 


Libya our rich Arab brothers are not 
nice to Egyptians, though we are the 
ones who teach their children, and 
are their doctors. And the 
Palestinians are not at all nice to the 
. Egyptians either." 

- An accountant, who says he treads 
about Israel each week in "October" 
magazine, is concerned because he 
has heard that Arabic -ape akin g 
Jews are poorly treated add cannot 
get good Jobs. "Will they be nice to 
Egyptians who speak treble?" he 
wants to know. 

An Egyptian Journalist joins the 
conversation. 

"Once you meet the' Israelis, yon 
will like them," he tells the four- 
some. “When President Sadat 
visited Beersheba. last week, after 
El-Arish was returned, he was so 
moved by the spontaneous, warm 
welcome he received that he derided 
to open borders immediately. He 
was also moved by Eser Weizm&n — 
we love that man here . — who 
remembered his anniversary.”

MORE THAN tourists, Egyptian 
bus i n e ssmen can he expected to rush 
to Israel as soon as the borders are 
open. Of major concern to all, es- 
pecially those who work with other 
Arab countries, is that their 
passports not be stamped. Many say 
that Sadat Is aware of their concern, 
and of the financial losses which may 
result. The rumour currently cir- 
culating through Cairo is that one 
result of Dayan's upcoming meeting 
here will be an announcement 
Egyptians can cross into Israel as 
they now cross Into the Sudan — with 
identity cards. 

The businessmen as well as people 
in the arts see tourism as an Integral 
part of deal-making trips. Ahmed 
Ramsey, a leading Egyptian actor, 
has money to finance a co- 
production with Israel and intends to 
spend Ms time there sightseeing and 
looking for scripts. Takyor Antonian, 
an -American producer, plana to 
arrange for Egyptian movies to be 
shown "not just on ydur television 
each Friday night at five, " but in Tel 
Aviv movie houses. 

He is also interested in co- 
productions. Since Sadat signed the 
peace treaty with Israel, film 
production here has come to a 
standstill. The Arab countries which 
traditionally contribute 60 per cent 
of each film's budget now refuse to 
finance Egyptian efforts.

not foresee that it was perfectly 
possible for . non-conventional 
.parents to .have ultra-cons e r v ative 
children. Or that the old truth would 
prevail that children who would de- 
mand the right to be different for 
themselves, would nevertheless de- 
mand that their parents be models of 
accepted standards of behaviour. 

A LOOK at Ron'# mother. As a teen- 
ager, she was at loggerheads with a 
father who could never be reconciled 
to his unmarried daughter's use of 
the pill. As a divorced mother, rear- 
ing and supporting a son alone, her 
father admires her for her in- 
dependence and her capabilities, but 
prefers to ignore the fact that she 
has h lover rather than a husband. 

It came as a shock that her son 
could be just as critical - of her 
behaviour as was her father years 
agOrAnd it Is infinitely more difficult 
for her to establish a meaningful 
dialogue with an angry 15-year-old 
son than it was with a 40-year -old 
father. And yet keeping com- 
munications open between them — 
on all aspects of her status as a 
single woman — is basic to their un- 
derstanding of each other, for it is 
the “singleness" of the parent that Is 
a major factor in both of their lives. 

Just as difficult for the single 
parent 1s the pre-teen-aged child. A 
Susan la capable of asking very- 
pointed questions and then ignoring 
or rejecting the answers. At nine or 
10 she's too old for sitters and too 
young for independent evening ac- 


tivities. She's too young to sym- 
pathise -willlt her- mother's need fora, 
social life from which she is exclud- 
ed, but old enough to possess an Im- 
agination with which she compen- 
sates for her lack of information and 
understanding. 

' If tire mother has a steady friend, 
the child may exMblt all the nasty 
symptoms of acute jealousy. Or a 
youngster who is very independent 
and dependable while mother Is at 
work becomes spiteful and deman- 
ding whenever she senses that 
mother may be going out for the 
evening. If the friend comes to visit 
at their apartment it could he even 
less pleasant. A nine-year-old who 
feels like the "odd man out" can be a 
'serious problem for herself and 
everyone around her. 

FIFTEEN- YEAR-OLD Ron, during 
one of their frequent battles, called 
Ms mother a whore and got a good 
crack In thqface. Whether the action 
and reaction were merited is not per- 
tinent. What is pertinent is that 
mother and son. are both suffering, 
and' the slapping and name-calling 
can do nothing to create understan- 
ding between them. Ron knows the 
facts of life (he saw "Lemon Pop- 
side," too) but he doesn't unders- 
tand that his old mother could have 
needs that don't match his concepts 
of suitable behaviour for mothers. 

Ron's mother Is understandably 
reluctant to discuss' her needs and 
her behaviour with a 15-year-rid, but 
her supposition that she can Ignore 


the situation until he's more mature 
is wrong. By the time Ron reaches 
the age of understanding and em- 
pathy. mother and son will have built 
a mountain of bitterness between 
them that may never.be overcome. •- 

Single parents must-find a way to - 
talk with their child about the foots 
of their life or be forever compared 
with married parents to Ms or her 
disadvantage. Whether one is 
responding to the pre-schooler's, 
"Where is Daddy?", the nine-year- 
old's "Why can’t I come along?" or 
the 15-year-old's "But mothers don’t 
do that! " — the problem is to find the 
right answer for a child of a par- 
ticular age. And to do so without self- 
pity or dishonesty. 

I wont pretend to know all the 
answers. Groups inch- as Parents 
Without Partners do address 
themselves to this problem, and one 
community centre in Chicago has in- 
stituted a new kind of child develop- 
ment study group — For Singles On- 
ly. The most frequently discussed 
topic in this group is not the 
behaviour of the children. 

I would be grateful to hear from 
those parents who, having chosen a 
single life-style, have faced this 
question with their children, and are ' 
now willing to share their ex- 
periences with others. On the 
premise that there is no teacher like 
experience, and with the understan- 
ding that we can learn from error aa 
well- as success, such letters from 
-readers may he of help to others 
grappling with the same problem.

SOLUTIONS TO TODAY’S PUZZLE TOMORROW

'The U.S. presidential candidates 
in 1976 devoted three to four mlnutee 
of their precious time on their first 
TV debate to energy conservation 
without ever uttering the word, 
‘price’ once.” 

Thin statement strikingly iden- 
tifies the Issue which is at the root of 
the so-called energy crisis. It is es- 
sentially the refusal of the U.S. body 
politic to face the energy Issue head- 
on, which first of all means to admit, 
that to a very great extent, it is man- 
(made — indeed made In America. 

The' several ma jor~3eveIopmenta " 
in the field of energy since the Carter 
Inaugural — three OPEC price 
hikes, the Iranian revolution, and the 
Harrisburg nuclear accident — did 
cot in any way alter the basic facts of 
the energy conundrum. 

An inspection of the Economic 
Report of the President, 1978, 
suggests that by now the U.S. Ad- 
ministration presumably rejects the 
fallacious notion which has gained 
wide currency, that prices can hard- 
ly effect demand for energy. This 
implies that the administrative 
branch of the U.S. government has 
accepted the proposition that prices 
could serve as a major incentive to 
energy conservation. 

Although sermons .about the 
necessity of energy conservation 
abound (vis. President Carter's 
Moral Equivalent of War speech, 
made as long ago as April, 1977), the 
existing mix of price controls cum 
almost 40 per cent subsidy on every 
barrel of imported oil work In the op- 
posite direction. On the demand aide, 
the controls encourage the use of 
energy In general and the use of oil 
jind of imported oil In par-' 
ticular. Furthermore they are a dis- 
incentive to domestic production, at 
least to the extent that they induce 
earlier shutdowns of "old producing 
wells." Nor did they change the pain- 
ful trade-offs which require the same 
unpleasant decisions as they did in 
the autumn of 1976 and which should 
have been taken in January 1974, at 
the latest, as an Immediate response 
to the OPEC price coup. 

1310 unique ride the U.S. plays In 
the world energy equation due to its 
sheer size, which mesne that Its 
counte r productive energy policies 
have a major Impact on inter- 
national oil markets, la of greater 
significance In 1979 than It was in the 
autumn of 1976. 

The quantum leap In U.S. oil Im- 
ports from about 6 million barrels a 
day (mbd) in 1978 to about 9 mbd In 
1977 and 1978, proves this point If any 
additional evidence on this score is 
needed. It sustains one of the main 
propositions made in the autumn of 
1976, namely that the U.S. "can go It 
alone." By this I meant then that 
rational U.S. energy policies could 
substantially alter the balance In 
market power In favour of oil con- 
sumers. 

This applies although the Beporto/ 
the President cited above offers 
clear evidence of a strong and 
negative association between con- 
sumer prices and the quantities of 
specific fuels demanded, and a 
strong and positive association 
between crude ofl prices and drilling 
activity. 

If any further evidence wore need- _ 
ed to prove that prices can rapidly 
change the situation In energy 
markets too — the market situation 
of gas prices after deregulation 
offers conclusive proof. 


The political economy 
of energy conservation 
in the United States 



As In the Immediate aftermath of 
the first two unilateral OPEC price 
increases, the political establish- 
ment has attempted to rationalise 
the curious Inconsistency between 
what amounted to a declaration of 
faith In energy conservation and the 
policy of immobilisme on the price 
front, adopted In practice, by referr- 
ing to the twins — inflation and equi- 
ty - 

The passage of time offers now a 
longer historical perspective, hence 
more evidence on the invalidity of 
the "inflation argument" in support 
of price controls an oil. Rising oil and 
energy prices have of course positive 
cost effects — this is indeed their 
very purpose. But, already in the 
autumn of 1978, 1 was able to point to 
the fact that Germany's price per- 
formance' was somewhat better In 
1974 and 1976 than that of the U.S. 

This- was the case although the 
German government did not attempt 
to prevent the rise of consumer 
prices of oil distillates (and energy) 
to the level required by the quadrupl- 
ing of OPEC prices. At the some 
time this was exactly what the policy 
adopted and carried out by two Ad- 
ministrations and supported by 
Congress amounted to. 

The perspective of five years 
warrants the statement that Ger- 
many's price performance in the 
aftermath of the ofl price coup is 
much better than that of the UR. 
though America has kept a Ud on oil 
prices while Germany did not. 

It goes without saying that If the 
U.S. had allowed a full adjustment of 
domestic o 11 and energy prices to the 
level of OPEC prices back in 1974, 
the unpleasant tradeoff it la facing 
now between a substantial cost rais- 
ing impact of deregulation, or an 
even greater dependence cn-OPfiC 
oil, could have been handled while 
not subjected to a severe balance of 
payments constraint. 

The continuous attempts to evade

The Ministry of Industry and Trade, in imitation of the citizens of Helm, 
Is spending 3U. ,000,000,000 a year to subsidize the import of meat, while 
cutting the subsidy for locally produced meat. As a result, enormous sur- 
pluses are being stockpiled. 


For every kilogram of frozen meat, the Government contributes IL22-25 
from its overflowing coffers. This sum will soon be raised to IL30/kg. This 
increases the national budget, and heaps meat on the bonfires of infla- 
tion. 


At the same time, there is no subsidy on live chickens, turkeys or fresh, 
locally produced beef. On frozen chickens, there is a subsidy of IL17- 
l8/kg„ about two-thirds of the subsidy on imports. 


The result is that the Israeli farmer finds it difficult to compete with the 
generously supported imports. About 5,000 tons of frozen chickens and 1,- 
600 tons of turkey meat have accumulated in cold stores. 


The Government promised to solve this problem by June 4, 1979, but this 
date has passed, without any solution in sight. 

Israeli farmers cannot agree to the continuation of this callous disregard 
and discrimination against local 'produce. As a first step, the bodies 
representing the farmers have instructed the marketing organizations to 
stop marketing frozen chicken. It Is our hope that additional, more 
drastic steps will not be necessary. 


Our actions are not directed against the consumer. Unfortunately, we 
have no other way of expressing our bitter protest at the damage caused 
us by this senseless bane.

this very issue since 1974 admittedly 
bought time, taut at a very high, cost 
domestically, and In terms of the 
goodwill of Its allies. These allies 
rightly attribute the recent OPEC 
price rises to America's massive In- 
crease of oil imports. Indeed, the 
U.S. now faces the very same dilem- 
ma It did In 1974. But owing to its 
much greater dependence on oil Im- 
ports, It has to devise a solution now 
under much more difficult con- 
ditions^ _ 

The equity argument against 
decontrol is tied to the fact that 
higher prices would raise the rents of 
oQ properties. The substantial price 
rise of “old odl" In particular, would 
upset the income distribution in 
favour of the owners of the wells 
which produce most of the U.S. oil 
output. These happen to be a score or 
so of major oil companies. Further- 
more, most of these properties, a 
small fraction of which belong also 
to the smaller fry, are concentrated 
In a small number of States. The cost 
of this bonanza to the rich Is to be 
bane by the American consumer. 

This Is admittedly the image held 
by the news media and by public opi- 
nion of this politically delicate issue. 
Yet. as I have argued several years 
ago, this formulation of the problem 
la misleading. The relevant alter- 
native facing the U.S., la not whether 
to shift Income from the great mass 
of consumers to a small number of 
ail pro p er ty owners. The real alter- 
native unfortunately Is whether the 
UJS. consumer Is to pay more to 
OPEC property owners (to a very 
great extent the ruling elites of emp- 
ty countries), or to pay more to U.S. 
all property owners. 

These U.S. oil property owners are 
at least subject to UA taxation, and 
even at existing tax rates would have 
to pass a meaningful portion of their 
windfall to the government, while 
OPEC property owners do not pay 
UJS. income and property taxes. 


At least the three latest OPEC 
price hikes, which pushed the price 
of marker crude upwards from 
m.8l to 114.04 per barrel, can be 
squarely attributed to the substan- 
tial rise In U.S. ofl imports. This 
means that the attempt to maintain 
equity by controlling U.S. wellhead 
prices generated an Increase In the 
“tax" Imposed unilaterally by 
OPEC on the American consumer, at 
a current annual rate of about 110b. 

Decontrol, If it had been carried 
Into effect In 1974, would have 
generated higher dollar revenues of 
U.S. ail p rope rty owners to the tune 
of, say, a current annual rate of H2b. 
to $llb. The U.S. revenue authorities 
would have received a substantial 
fraction of this windfall, even at ex- 
isting tax rates. This undoubtedly 
would have made far a more 
equitable Income distribution ***** 

. that resulting from OPEC “tax- 
ation." 

Another consideration relevant to 
the equity argument must also be 
taken Into account The gating 
multi-price system governing ■ the 
TJ.S. oil market, which involves sub- 
stantial price differences between 
artificially defined oil categories 
(old oil, new ofl and stripper oil). Is 
evidently not allocatlonally Inef- 
ficient It does not at all assure equi- 
ty, which is Its presumed raison de 
d’6tre. 

The classification of oO produced 
from a given well into one of the oil 
(price) categories Involves an ad- 
ministrative process of decision 
making. The' price differences 
between tbe categories are enor- 
mous and the number of wells (and 
of owners) and refineries, is legion. 
Therefore, the system which has to 
be operated by administrative flat, 
offers an infinite number of techni- 
ques to have oil from a given well up- 
graded In its price category. 

This and similar possibilities along 
the line are a s tanding invitation to 
abuse. Whether these price systems 
Improve equity is questionable. 
What they certainly tend to produce 
are committees of Investigation. 
Decontrol, accompanied by, say, a 
small Federal wellhead tax (to be- 
distributed between states, on a per 
capita basis), by reducing the 
feasibility, or at least dampening 
further price rises by OPEC, is un- 
doubtedly more suitable than the 
.present system. 

The proposition that curbing U.S. 
demand could reduce the size, or 
even prevent rises, of (nominal) 
OPEC oil prices, is pegged onto the 
argument made elsewhere that the 
market position of OPEC is Inherent- 
ly weak. This is prima facie inconsis- 
tent with OPEC's market behaviour 
reflected In a sequence of six price 
rises since 1974. 

My reading of recent events la, 
however, rather the opposite of what 
may he called the OPEC-Inspired 
view propagated in the media. If 
OPEC were indeed In a strong 
market position it is difficult to ex- 
plain why In the immediate after- 
math of Iran, and a further ex- 
pected increase in U.S. oil imports, 
the new (April 1979) OPEC price la 
slightly lower in terms of constant 
dollars than it was in January 1974, 
and substantially lower In terms of 
constant German marks and 
.■ Japanese yah* 

The recent price Increase' of OPEC 
thus demonstrates again the 
.organization's vulnerability, which 
reflects its inability to enforce 
quotas or set abiding location and 
quality differentials, rather than Its 
robust strength. 

'The dismal failure of U.S. energy 
policies until now, by generating an 
increase of almost 10 per cent in de- 
mand for OPEC oil, have afforded 
OPEC an Infusion to its fading 
market power. But for this U.S. 
failure, OPEC could be even weaker.

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The Palestinians’ tragedy 


THE ASSASSINATION earlier this week of Sheikh Hash am 
Huzanderl Imam of Gaza, by a FLO hit man is a continuation of 
the Palestinian tragedy. 

It may also prove to have been the critical event, even before 
the beginning of the autonomy talks with Egypt, in making the 
application of any form of autonomy for the Palestinian Arabs 
in the territories impossible. 

The history of Palestinian nationalism, from Its earliest days, 
has been replete with such assassinations. These were aimed 
mainly at so called moderates by the extremists who have 
always managed to shout down and often to shoot or knife down 
those whom they suspected of less than total adherence to their 
own primitive concepts of how best to pursue the Arab fight 
against Zionism and Israel. 

This was the nature of the Hussetnis’ brutal war against the 
Nashashibls and other moderate elements among the Arabs of 
Palestine in the 1930s, a period of terror in which hundreds of 
Arabs were killed at the hands of their Palestinian compatriots. 

The Palestinian penchant for Insisting on the fulfilment of 
their maximal demands eschewing any possibility of com- 
promise is also what led to the .tragedy of the Palestinian 
refugees In the 1948 war. 

Huzander, no friend of Israel, and certainly no backer of con- 
tinued Israeli occupation of Gaza, was of this "moderate” stripe 
who have always been targets for the Palestinian mainline ex- 
tremists. His assassination has already succeeded in silencing 
potential supporters of the Sadat line towards autonomy in the 
Gaza area. 

In retrospect It may well be that the terrorization of the 
Palestinian population by order of the PLO leaders outside the 
territories will have ruled out any local cooperation with any 
form of autonomy, even of a type that the U.S. may try to im- 
pose upon Israel. 

And it should be clear that such failure to enlist local support 
for autonomy could be the most effective way for any Israel 
government that so desires to extricate itself from some of the 
more embarrassing aspects of the commitment to autonomy, 
possibly even with the acquiescence of a Sadat driven over the 
edge by Palestinian obstinacy. 


Deadlock in Italy 


SUNDAY’S ELECTIONS in Italy have slightly widened the 
margin of advantage held by the conservative party — the 
Christian Democrats — over the Communists, the next largest 
parliamentary group. But they have done nothing to change the 
structural paralysis that has gripped Italy's political system 
since the restoration of democracy after World War Two. 

'Die problem is familiar In Israel. It is the deadlock that arises 
When no faction succeeds In gaining an overall majority at the 
polls. like Israel, Italy is forced into coalition politics — but 
with one modification, that makes things much worse for them. 
The alternative to the ruling Christian Democrats is a party ' 
which does not believe in democracy, as that word is understood 
In the liberal countries of the West. 

The Likud was a viable alternative to Labour in Israel 
because it accepts the rules of the game. The voter knows that 
he does not risk a great deal in giving the opposition a chance. 

The fear in Italy Is that If the Communists get in, there will not 
be a next time round. They will organize society and its in- 
stitutions in such a way that the outcome of future ballots would 
not be In doubt. There has never been a case — in any country — 
where a communist party that achieved political control lost it 
through an electoral defeat. 

Many Italians are fed up with the Christian Democrats, yet 
dare not stop supporting them. The floating vote is smaller than 
in other countries, owing to fear of the Communists. Yet 
democracy requires a periodic change of regime. Parties get 
stale if they are in the saddle too long. They need a break from 
the responsibilities of office, for their own good. 

A break of sorts with the past could be engineered If the Chris- 
tian Democrats adopted the suggestion made by one of their 
veteran leaders.

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Handout that hurts 


Post Economic Editor MEXR MERHAV chides the 
pampered industrialists for bemoaning the decision for a 
100 per cent linkage on loans to industry. 


INDUSTRY MINISTER Gideon 
Patt, who as housing minister 
demonstrated that he can make a 
difficult problem utterly Insoluble, 
ululates over the end of Industrial 
growth. According to him, and to the 
hysterical uproar of Manufacturers 
Association president Buma Shavit, 
our industry will cease to invest un- 
less It can hang on to the golden calf 
of subsidies. 

If that Is Indeed the case, if in- 
dustry. tourism, agriculture and 
much else besides can no longer ex- 
pand unless they get a massive han- 
dout fTom the public purse, it will in- 
deed be well If Investment la held 
back until our entrepreneurs veer to 
a new tack. 

For investments that are made 
only because they are heavily sub- 
sidized are un viable. They enrich a 
few people; they burden the majori- 
ty with .the taxes that, in the last 
resort, have to pay for the subsidies ; 
they encourage waste Investment 
and the under-utilization of 
equipment; and they often subsidize, 
the foreign buyer of our products 
because the capital services em- 
bodied in them are priced below 
their real cost. 

The subsidies to capital amounted, 
In 1978, to TTjji b- it is not true, as 
Buma Shavit has argued, that this 
includes loans to the local 
authorities, except for an Insignifi- 
cant amount that could not be 
isolated in the statistical estimates. 
Even if not one pound of additional 
loans is henceforth granted without 
linkage, the cost of these subsidies 
will In 1979 reach the staggering 
amount of JLiOb. Taking the average 
repayment period for the outstand- 
ing unlinked loans as five years, 
and wamtiintTig that inflation will dur- 
ing that period average 60 per cent a 
year, the total subsidy will be about 
ILSOOb. 

It is idle to ask where the money 
for this massive transfer payment (a 
polite name for "handout") la to 
come from. Part of It will no doubt 
come from running up our foreign 
debt; another part will come from 
cutting down on health, on educa- 
tion, on welfare and even on defence. 


prises — and who has recently in- 
vested as much as an agora without 
getting his enterprise duly "ap- 
proved"? So will accelerated 
depreciation, which now permits in- 
dustry to write off Its equipment in 
two .years. So will the revaluation, 
for tax purposes, of inventories — for 
fiscal 1978/79 by 25 per cent, and for 
the current year by GO per cent 

Industry, then, and investment la 
general, has not yet been pushed to 
the dead-end wall of no subsidies at 
all. These who got them In the past 
■will continue to get them. And the 
.other benefits would also look attrac- 
tive even in those countries that 
Buma Shavit so often cites as such 
'generous horns of plenty. 

Nor Is this all. The investments 
already approved, amounting to 
about lL8b., will enjoy the old terms. 
That figure la probably in 1978 
prices; its current equivalent may 
be about ILL2b. The subsidy to these 
investments alone will this year cost 
IL2-3b. Another ILi4.5h. -worth of in- 
vestment in the pipeline Will get 
favourable terms — 70 per cent 
linkage, instead of 100 per cent. That 
will cost as much as ILlh. in con- 
tinued subsidies. 

These Investments will not be 
halted. But Messrs. Ehrlich and Patt 
have made sure, by promising that 
the issue will be reconsidered in a 
few months If the abolition of sub- 
sidies on new loans reduces invest- 
ment, that this will indeed be the out- 
come. They have invited — or 
rather, incited — the lndutriaUsts to 
call an investment strike for the next 
six months. They have thereby done 
their best to make certain that the 
cabinet decision Is soon reversed. 


THERE HAS always been a clear 
case against these subsidies, on four 
counts: the inefficiency and 
irrationality of resource allocation; 
the maldistribution of income and 
wealth ; their role in perpetuating in- 
flation; and the fact that they are an 
indeterminate fiscal commitment. 
How large these subsidies really arc 
we only learned recently, when, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics publish- 
ed the first reliable estimate In Its 
national accounts for 1978. 

Take first Inefficiency and 

resource allocation. When an in- 
vestor buys a machine costing Urn. , 
Hurt because of the subsidy, it costs 
him, over its economic lifetime, a 

quarter of Its real cost or less, he will 
profit from Investments that repre- 
sent a loss to the national economy. 

He will over-invest and will not 
need to use the equipment as inten- 
sively as possible. If he exports, he 
may re-export the equipment, piece 
by piece as it were, to its country of 
origin — at a loss. Moreover, he will 
be tempted to go in for capital- 
intensive projects, where the sub-- 
sidy is maximized and where the 
labour force Is mainly unskilled. He 
will also be tempted to overstate his 
investment, so as to get more unlink- 
ed loans. 


Dry Bones 
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THE OUTCRY of Buma Shavit, who 
leads a wall-to-wall coalition that 
ranges from the Hashomer Hatza’ir 
kibbutzim through Koor to the 
private Industrialists and other 
businessmen, may give the Impres- 
sion that last Monday's cabinet deci- 
sion will do away with the subsidiza- 
tion of capital. The figures cited 
above show that the redistribution of 
wealth wfll go on, on a massive 
scale. 

Not only thatl The grants to capital 
(as opposed to loans), which In 
development areas amount to 30 
per cent of the value of the fixed 
assets, will be continued. So will the 
tax benefits for approved enter- 


THE THREATS of the kibbutzim, of 
Koor, Clal and the Discount Bank 
Investment Company, led by the 
president of the Manufacturers 
Association, to “reconsider" their 
investment plans, should frighten no 
one. Reconsideration might Indeed 
be a good thing. If It were to lead to a 
weeding out of those investment 
plans where the subsidies assured 
private profit at the expense of the 
national economy. 

Nor should we labour under the 
delusion that the elimination of 
future subsidies (in the doubtful 
event that the cabinet decision is up- 
held) will reduce Inflation in the 
short run. Investments already ap- 
proved, and those already in the 
pipeline, will be carried out. 
Aggregate demand will at best be 
reduced only insignificantly in the 
short term. 

It is even possible that the elimina- 
tion of tiie subsidies may in the short 
term add to. inflation. Some firms, 
price leaders in their sectors. Will 
probably try to raise their prices to 
compensate for the loss of subsidies. 
Given the control that Mr. Fatt's of- 
fice exercises over prices, nothing 
will hinder them from doing so. 


The subsidies accelerate the 
private accumulation of capital. 
From the viewpoint of growth, that 
might be a good thing, if all or most 
of the accumulated capital were 
reinvested productively.' However, 
part of It Is invested in financial 
assets — linked government bonds s — 
and port swells the profits that are 
distributed for consumption. Part of 
the inflationary profits may even 
permit businesses to be generous 
with wage Increases. The accumula- 
tion of capital, at the expense of the 
-public purse, also represents a claim 
on current Income — which, together 
with an artificially Inflated rate of 
investment, feeds inflation. 


THE INTERESTED parties, who 
now raucously mourn the threatened 
slaughter of the goose that lays the 
golden egg, claim that the subsidies 
are to industry, not to the in- 
dustrialists. That claim may have 
some validity In the public sector 
enterprises, in the kibbutz and 
Hlstadrut Industries, where the bulk 
of the accumulated profits are 
reinvested — although, even there, a 
good part spills over into linked 
bonds and raising standards of living 
all round. 

As to what the subsidies do to ef- 
ficiency and resource allocation, all. 
sectors are on the same footing. In 
private industry, however, the 
pretence that industrialists, as in- 
dividuals, benefit very little, and 
that all their efforts are selflessly 
dedicated to the expansion of their 
enterprises, for the greater good of 
the country, are plain humbug. 


Above all, the subsidies to capital 
have converted nearly all owners of 
property, all those who had access to 
investment loans, irrespective of 
political colour, Into a giant lobby for 
Inflation. 

Not only did the handouts swell the 
demand, for overinvestments and 
for current consumption alike, but 
the higher the -rate of Inflation, the 
bigger the subsidy became, and the 
greater the liquid capital available 
for investment in linked bonds. The 
greater, also, became the tempta- 
tion for the more sophisticated 
businessmen to draw their workers, 
through a “generous" wage policy, 
into the orbit of the almost universal 
inflationary conspiracy. 

Although the abolition of future 
capital subsidies will, as has already 
been said, do little to contain infla- 
tion In the short run, we should be 
content If that conspiracy is broken.

IN A SYSTEM of almost universal 
linkages such as our economy has 
developed, there is no way of bring- 
ing inflation down unless the 
'linkages are made as complete as 
possible. That Is why wages must be 
linked to 100 per cent of Inflation, and 
why Investment loans must be fully 
linked. 

Once this Is done, the role of expec- 
tations in the Inflationary process — 
which became dominant as Inflation 
soared above 80 per cent — can be 
neutralised. Only then can the 
“real,,” as distinct from the psy- 
chological causes: of 'inflatlonrJBe 
effectively attacked.

Sir, — About the only thing I can 
find to agree with In Hyman 
Bookbinder's comments in his inter- 
view with Wolf Blltzer (May u) is 
Ms concern that Jewish influence 
will wane if we become cynical and 
begin to believe that nothing will 
make any difference. 

Carter campaigned the length and 
breadth of the United States in 1976, 
telling every Jewish voter who would 
listen of his staunch support for 
Israel. In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post in September 1976, 
Carter sald:”I am concerned about 
the m i lit a ry build-up of U.S. arms In 
-the Middle Blast and think our 
supplies to Saudi Arabia and Iran 
have been excessive.” Later in the 
Interview, he said; “r would never 
put pressure on an Israeli govern- 
ment to relinquish Jerusalem, to 
give up control of the Christian and 
Jewish holy places in Jerusalem. 
And If I were the prime minister of 
Israel, I would never relinquish con- 
trol of the Golan Heights to the 
Syrians." 

In a televised debate with Presi- 
dent Ford, Carter lashed out at Ford 
for the six-month “reassessment" 
period of Middle East policy, 
saying: ' 'We almost brought Israel to 
her knees." 


■ This is the same man who rammed 
the sale of F-16s to Saudi Arabia 
down the Senate's throat by Unking 
the sole to Israeli military supplies, 
who labels the eastern part of 
Jerusalem ’'occupied Arab 
territory," and who conducted the 
most Intensive hostile campaign of 
pressure against Israel in U.S. 
history, prompting Henry Kissinger 
(no stranger to pressure-Israel 
policies) to complain publicly In 
December, 2978 that Carter’s policy 

could “contribute to breaking the 
spirit of Israeli" 


Mr. Bookbinder la a gentle and 
generous man. He overlooks the fact 
that Sadat’s dramatic trip to 
Jerusalem came on the heels of 
Carter's monumental blunder of 
issuing a Joint U.S.-Soviet Union 
statement on the Middle East, bring- 
ing the Russians back Into the centre 
of the arena Sadat had laboured so 
baxd to remove them from.

DANGEROUS DRUGS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I feel it is my duty as a prac- 
tising family physician In Israel to 
bring to the notice of your readers a 
glaring example of medical 
negligence. 

Yet another article has appeared, 
this time in "The family physician" 
of February 1979, issued by the 
Hlstadrut’s sick fund, which plainly 
states that optalgin, amidophyrine 
and at least 20 other preparations 
freely available in Israel are not only 
dangerous, but lethal. The evidence 
for this Is not new, but has been 
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known for 40 years. As a result of 
these side effects, the use of these 
drugs in the United States and Bri- 
tain la virtually unknown. According 
to the article, between 1969 e nd 1974. 
129 million units of optalgin and 154 
million units of amidopyrine were 
used in Israel. 

I am not saying that other 
medicines such as aspirin and 
acamol have no side effects, but that 
the incidence and gravity of side 
effects with optalgin and the 
amidopyrines are unjustifiably high. 
Why therefore, with an this wealth of 
long-standing evidence, does the 
Ministry of Health continue to allow 
the use of these drugs in such enor- 
mous amounts f 

I congratulate the authorities that 
the antibiotic aynthomycetine, once 
so freely prescribed In Israel, has 
now been restricted and 1 hope tot it 
the same will happen with optalgin 
and the admidopyrines. The time to 
act Is now, even though tt la 40 years 
overdue.

Haddad also claimed that the 
terrorists yesterday continued to 
violate the cease-fire which they 
themselves had unilaterally 
declared. Hie said that they are firing 
at villages in the eastern section of 
Southern Lebanon, mainly at the 
Christian villages of Deir Mimas and 
Tel Lubya. The shelling came from 
the terrorist strongholds at the 
Beaufort Castle and the Arnoun 
ridge. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for Had- 
dad denied reports that volunteers 
from Holland had enlisted In the 
“Free Lebanese Army.” “We have 
no Dutchman or any other 
volunteers In our service," the 
spokesman Insisted. 

And In another development, 
UNIFIL officers said they are 
waiting for news about the future of 
their commander. Major General 
Emmanuel Ersktne, aa a result of 
the military coup that took place in 
Ghana this week; The coup resulted 
In a major purge of Ghanaian army 
officers. 


Polio epidemic 
strikes Lebanon 

BEIRUT (Renter) . — Sixty-two con- 
firmed cases of polio have been 
reported In Lebanon, all of them 
children under five, and the Health 
Ministry has started a vaccination 
campaign, a ministry spokesman 
said yesterday. 

He did not refer to any deaths and 
attributed the outbreak to a lock of 
regular vaccination over the past 
few years because of the trouble In 
the country and displacement of 
thousands of people. 

Before the outbreak of the 1970 
civil war and the clashes in the 
south, cases of polio did not exceed 
five a year, he said.

CAIRO. — Thes Foreign Ministry In 
Jerusalem will consider asking two 
leading Israeli, travel agencies to 
handle all the arrangements for 
tourists wishing to go from Israel to 
Egypt The Idea was put to Foreign 
Minister Mo she Dayan by his op- 
posite number in Egypt, Dr. Butros 
Gbali, before Dayan flew home 
yesterday. The two firms would bo in 
direct - contact with parallel com- 
panies in Cairo — and In this way a 
measure of order would be imposed 
on the expected mass enthusiasm 
following yesterday's announcement 
in Cairo of unlimited air sea 
travel links between Israel and 
Egypt. 

If the idea is accepted by the 
Israeli travel Industry, the travel 
agents themselves win be asked to 
select the firms that win handle the 
traffic. The ministry intend*. the two 
Arms to serve as “clearing houses” 
for all the other companies — so that 
they can all have a share In the 
business. 

Yesterday's announcement, .which 
Is the first practical implementation 
of “open borders,” was made by 
Egyptian Premier Mn«t«ph* KhaHl 
after a lengthy meeting with Dayan 
at his office in Cairo. 

“The only limit (on Israeli tourist 
traffic),” Khalil said, “wfll be the 
accommodation of our hotels.” His 
statement went a good deal further 
than the “selective tourism" of 
professional and scientific groups 
that Minister of State Butros Shall 
and other Egyptian officials h ad an- 
ticipated only one day earlier. 

For Dayan It meant that his three- 
day visit to Cairo had ended in & 
significant success. mission 
been to concretize this first stage of 
the normalization — and the open air 
and sea links were precisely what he 
had wanted to achieve. 

Dayan and Ghali have already set 
up direct telephone and telex com- 
munications between their two of- 
fices, and they are to meet again 
“before the end of the month” in 
Beersheba for more talks. Lower-

Until his meeting with Khalil late 
yesterday morning, Dayan seemed 
unsure of whether the "open border” 
would indeed he unlimited, or 
whether the Egyptians would Insist 
that it be restricted in the Initial 
stage to official and semi-official 
groups. 

‘ Tf It depended on me,” the foreign 
minister told a group of elderly Jews 
in Cairo's synagogue in the morning, 
“you could come to visit Israel 
tomorrow....” 

By the time Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg '(who is In Cairo to 
arrange the autonomy talks) visited 
the synagogue In the afternoon, it 
was clear that the Jews — and in- 
deed any other Egyptians — can 
visit Israel virtually. at once. 

All they need do is apply for a visa 
at an Israeli consulate abroad, or 
else through the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry in Cairo, which will pass on 
their application to the Iaraell 
authorities in Jerusalem. They will 
(if their application Is approved) 
receive the visa either at the con- 
sulate abroad, or an arrival at Ben- 
Gurion Airport. 

Precisely the same arrangement 
will now go into effect for 
wishing to visit Egypt. 

Premier Khalil and Foreign

“Ghali affirmed during, the 
meeting Egypt’s -position that Israeli 
settlements in occupied territories 
are illegal,” the spokesman said.' 

"He expressed resentment that 
Israel took an official decision to 
bufld a new settlement at a time 
when efforts should be devoted to 
creating the appropriate at- 
mosphere for the success of the 
autonomy negotiations," the 
spokesman said. 

Burg Is scheduled to meet with 
GhaU again today, and also to meet 
with Egyptian Prime Minister 
Mustafa Khalil, who heads his coun- 
try's team in the autonomy talks,.

U.S. upset by Canadian embassy move

WASHINGTON. — Senior officials at 
the - White House and the State 
Department are embarrassed and 
upset by the decision of the new 
Canadian government to move its 
embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jeru sa lem.

Privately, officials are concerned 
tiutt Canada's move will merely in- 
crease the domestic pressure within 
the U.S. to follow suit They also are 
predicting a hostile response from 
much of the Arab world. 

There was apparently little time 
for the U.S. to try to convince 
Canada against the move, although 
Carter said yesterday that the U.S.

More families forgo cooking as 
gas distributors continue strike

The gas deliverers' strike enters

"People who cook -with gas and 
whose containers are empty are Just 
not cooking these days," Avi Fried- 
man, secretary of the Israel Gas 
Agents Association, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night "We are 
servicing only hospitals and security 
forces' kitchens as wen as chicken 
hatcheries which use gas for incuba- 
tion purposes. We also have an 
emergency phone number for acute 


requests from private citizens — 08- 
1 451206 or 08-451206.” 

Association members, who are In- 
dependent dealers, halted their 
purchases of gas from producers and 
deliveries to consumers last Sunday. 
They claim their commissions — 
regulated by the Fuel Administra- 
tion — have remained fixed despite 
sharp increases In ' overhead and 
sales expenses. 

Energy Minister Mbda'i ^ nn hinted 
that the Fuel Administration may 
seek a “radical change in gas 
marketing procedures” unless the 
gasmen's work stoppage ends soon. 


Begin pledges: 

Self-rule won’t 
lead to state 

Re-elected Herat party chief

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin pledged last 
night that a Palestinian state 
would never grow .out of 
autonomy, and vowed that any 
autonomous council whose 
members declared such a state 
would be thrown In jaU. His 
pledge came during a hard- 
hitting, two-hour-long address to 
the Herat convention. 

“How do I know that it wont come 
to he?” Begin poked, discussing the 
possibility of a Palestinian state. 
“Because we will not let it. If the ad- 
ministrative council meet and 
declares a Palestinian state, its ll 
members will be arrested and 
military government will be return- 
ed within a few days. 

After the premier's address, the 
convention delegates re-elected 
Begin, founder of the party, to 
another term as party chairman. 
The vote, by a show of hands by the 
1.349 delegates, was overwhelming. 
Only seven hands were raised in 
favour of opposing candidate Shmuel 
Katz. 

Announcement of the one-sided 
result cent the delegates into a fren- 
zy of Haaidlc-atyle chanting. 

But the highlight of the evening 
was clearly Be gin's speech, during 
which he also asked for the pardon of 
those Hebron families whose homes 
were invaded by Jewish ruffians 
recently and condemned the acts as 
“hooliganism which casts shame on 
us all." 

He went onto say that as chairman 
of Herat and prime minister he per- 
sonally apologizes for the fear in- 
flicted on the Hebrbn Arabs, which 
he saw on the face of the girl inter- 
viewed on Israel television. After a 
long round of applause, he offered 
compensation for any damages 
caused to the Hebron families. 

Begin berated his critics in Herat 
for calling him a traitor and 
suggested that “the time has come to 
close ranks and unite against those 
who want to hand over parts pf Eretz 
Ylarael to foreign rule.” 

He asked his critics why they per*, 
slat in doubting Mm when he pro mis e s 
that Jerusalem will not be divided 


again, and that a Palestinian state 
will not be born out of autonomy. 

Begin devoted much of his address 
to settling accounts with Labour “for 
having frightened the public before 
elections that we are a>war party and 
will plunge the nation Into battle, 
that no state will want to have con- 
tact with a Likud government, that 
the army will beat striking workers 
and that democracy will be done 
away with." 

After 22 months in office, he said, 
“we brought peace with the largest 
Arab nation and changed Israel's in- 
ternational standing. We have more 
contacts with foreign leaders than 
ever before and some are such that 
can not ‘yet be divulged. The IDF has 
not, and will never, be used against 
strikers. As to the state of 
democracy, it Is not In every country 
that a prime minister cannot open 
his mouth In his parliament for 20 
minntea In the presence of a 
dignified foreign visitor." 

Begin also defended Foreign 
Minister Mo she Dayan and pointed 
out to the delegates “that he told the 
Egyptians in Egypt that Jews have a 
right to settle In all Eretz Ylarael.” 

He objected to Deputy Defence 
Minister Mordehai Zlpori's use of the 
word “mafia” in reference to the 
Hiatadrut but took the Histadrut to 
task for being the country's largest 
Industrialist “while at the same time 
It la supposed to look after the 
workers* Interests.”

This, however, was the only state- 
ment be made .which generated the 
applause of the 600 delegates in the 
audience. 


“It was not my Idea to link the 
loans by 100 per cent,"- Ehrlich ad- 
mitted. “I was In favour of 70 per 
cent linkage on Interest and no 
linkage on capital But the govern- 
ment is not obliged to accept my 
recommendations, and I have decid- 
ed to support the government," he 
said. 

Ehrlich accused industrialists of' 
reacting “hysterically" to the deci- 
sion. Turning to Avraham Shavit. 
president of the Manufacturers 
Association, -Ehrlich said: “I warn 
you that you can go too far. You 
should learn to keep your reactions 
within limits.” 

Ehrlich attacked both the 
Histadrut and his government 
colleagues for - “making my job 
harder" by encouraging the in- 
flationary process* “The Histadrut 
has had a totally negative in- 
fluence." he said. “It does not 


restrain the workers — In fact it can- 
not control them any longer — so it 
supports all their demands no 
matter how damaging they may be 
to the economy.” And the govern- 
ment “gives in to the workers for the 
sake of a few months of industrial 
quiet. Instead of fighting for the good 
of the economy,” Ehrlich said. 

Gideon Patt. minister of Industry, 
trade and tourism, spoke on some of 
the general problems facing ln- 
dustry.at the moment. “The biggest 
problem we have to deal with is the 
shortage of manpower,” he said. 
“There are not enough people work- 
ing in industry and too many in ser- 
vices. Every year, more and more 
people go to work In the unproduc- 
tive sectors of the economy. Last 
year saw a phenomenal growth in 
local authority workers who con- 
tribute nothing positive to the 
economy and whose numbers should 
be cut down.” 


Patt said he intended to take steps 
to cut imports to improve the 
balance of payments situation. 
“Aggregate demand is .too high In 
the economy,” he said. “The cuts in 
the budget are a step in the right 
direction, but demand Will be. 
boosted by the upcoming Negev 
b unding programme. We must find a 
way of increasing domestic con- 
sumption of Israeli goods and cutting 
down unnecessary consumption of 
foreign goods." 

The general assembly of the 
Manufacturers Association closed 
yesterday evening with the presenta- 
tion of five "Industry Prizes for 
Outstanding Managers.” The prize 
winners were Adlva and Tlsrael 
Asher, Degem Systems; Dr. Yoel

Incident, in which the roof of an old 
warehouse caved In after a group of 
youngsters climbed on It and began 
dancing to the rhythm of a nearby 
band, municipal emergency services 
manager Shalom Hararl said: 
"There are many buildings in the 
Yemenite quarter which would 
collapse If a hundred people got onto 
their roofs." 

Hararl told The Post that there 


U.S. immigrant ordered held 
in Hebron attack case

Robbers beheaded a Jewish 
woman in Shiraz, Iran, and hecklers 
at her funeral shouted, "This Is only 
the beginning,” family sources In 
Israel said yesterday. 

The Incident, which followed by 
one month the execution of Iranian 
Jewish community leader Habib 
Elghanian, has caused some concern 
in Jerusalem. 

According to the family sources, 
the woman, Mutram Kohanim. was 
tortured and finally beheaded In her 
home In southwest Iran on May 18. 

Her body was found two days 
later, and passersby during the 
funeral called out: "This Is only the 
beginning. This is nothing compared 
to what will happen to the Jews." 

The woman's family Is considered 
one of the richest and most promi- 
nent in the town, which has a Jewish 
community of 11.000. Most members 


of the family live In Israel and the 
U.S. 

Israeli experts who follow Iranian 
developments said the attack did not 
seem to he part of the policy of the 
central Iranian government or the 
local revolutionary committee. 

"The shouts during the funeral 
were possibly more worrisome,” one 
expert said. 

Habib Elghanlan, a plastics 
millionaire, was executed more than 
one month ago for giving financial 
support to Israel, meeting with the 
leaders of "the thieving Jewish 
state" and "assisting the cruel, dally 
murder of our Palestinian 
brethren." 

Israeli experts said his execution 
had created an atmosphere that 
could allow "fairly savage 
elements" to feel they could attack 
Jews at will. (UPI)

Municipality sources, some 
members of the group engaged the 
site watchman In conversation while 
others poured sugar into the water 
and fuel tanks of bulldozers being 


used during working hours to level 
the ground. 

When the watchman saw what the 
other zealots were doing, be called 
tbe police. 

A police Investigation established 
that the men were carrying a sack, 
which presumably contained the 
sugar. 

Jerusalem Municipality 
spokesman Rafi Davara condemned 
the act and called on the police to br- 
ing those responsible to trial without 
delay.

The management of "Hatzofeh" 
was unavailable for comment 
yesterday. Calls to the "Hatzofeh" 
offices during the evening hours 
have not been answered for some 
time now, because the newspaper 
cannot afford a switchboard 
operator, The Post has learned. 
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were a number of structurally un- 
sound buildings in the Yemenite 
quarter- He added that the 
celebrations were insured and that 
-the expenses caused by the collapse 
will be paid. 

Most of the 12 people who were In- 
jured were released Immediately 
from Hadasaah hospital. The rest 
are expected to be released today.

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Sim ha Ehrlich yesterday rejected 
the idea of Imposing a compulsory 
loan on all Israelis who travel 
abroad. 

The proposal was suggested by 
Avraham fBuma) Shavit, president 
of the Manufacturers Association, In 
his opening address to the 
association’s general assembly here 
on Tuesday evening. 

Shavit yesterday was elected un- 
opposed as president of the associa- 
tion for another two-year term. 

He suggested that, if the govern- 
ment wanted to save money, it 
should impose a compulsory loan 
equivalent to 31,000 on the 300,000 


Israelis who are vacationing abroad 
this year. 

"Maybe thin would stop 100,000 of 
foam from going. In that case, the 
g o v ernment would have raised $400,- 
000 on the one hand, and saved the 
loss of foreign currency that would 
have been caused by the 100,000 go- 
ing abroad on the other. If the 
government seriously .wants to save 
money from its budget, this is a far 
better way of doing so than penaliz- 
ing Industrialists who are working 
for the good of the country," he said. 

However, Shavit 's suggestion was 
not taken seriously by Ehrlich. “A 
compulsory loan is a thousand times 
worse than a compulsory tax," 
Ehrlich said, dismissing the Idea out 
of hand.

criticized, among other things, bla 
general performance as front cobs- 
nander.) 

After the .shouting, most of the 
audience stood In shocked silence, 
except for a few who tried to keep ftg 
bereaved father from the platform.

Gonen stood still and, pale, and 
proceeded with his speech with a 
staccato delivery os If addressing a 
military audience. No one heckled 
him, and many delegates were 
visibly embarrassed by hU 
appearance.

Soaring food prices could lead to 
severe malnutrition among young 
children «nd the elderly in the near 
future, Nava Arad, secretary of 
Na’amat, warned yesterday. 

Appearing at a Histadrut news 
conference in Jerusalem prior to a 
scheduled anti-price increase 
demonstration, Arad said: "There 
are many aspects to Inflation and the 
level of prices in general. But what 
bothers me right now about food 
prices running amok Is the effect this 
can have on the health of our 
children and old people." 

"We In Israel have always been 
.proud of .our; nutritional standards,: 
'regaxfflfetfiqf Jhe econondi^ situation 
of a family. But now we have reach- 
ed the point where a four-member 
family earning the minimum wage 
of IL4.800 per month must spend a 
minimum of IL2,30Q on food — not to 
speak of clothing,- shoes, heating and 
other expenditures," she continued. 

"I demand that the Ministry of 
Health launch a survey promptly to 
determine whether skyrocketing 
food prices have already affected the 
future lives of our boys and girls, and 
the health of our elderly men and 
women,” Arad said. 

She called on Finance Minister 
Sim ha Ehrlich to re-lropoae price 
controls on' all Items de- controlled 
since the Likud government assum- 
ed power. 

"He must stop this cancellation of 
subsidies, because every time a sub- 
sidy is lifted it leads to price rises on 


dozens of other commodities as 
well," she demanded. “And, social 
welfare and National Insurance 
payments should be adjusted not a 
few times a year but every month 
the consumer price index rises by 
more than 5 per cent." 

Nuzhat K&tzav, former MK and 
chairman of the Histadrut 's con- 
sumer authority, said: “The govern- 
ment gets extra mileage out of every 
increase in fuel prices on the world 
market. First, they raise our fuel 
charges whenever press reports 
appear about a possible oil price in- 
crease by OPEC. Then, when tbe 
price Is actually Increased, our 
government raises them again. .

CofundH^Nisa^/Tfo^az, j 
claimeiT iHaVbia city stiffen more 
from inflation than Tel Aviv or 
Haifa. 

"Wages here are lower, on the 
average, and living expenses are 
higher because we have larger 
heating bills. Last year alone 1,000 
youxig married couples left 
Jerusalem to Uve elsewhere, and we 
already have a real shortage of 5,300 
workers here," he said. 

The protest demonstration,, out- 
side Ehrlich's office, was attended 
by several hundred persons, mostly 
women. Many carried signs deman- 
ding immediate action by the 
government to bring down the prices 
of essential food products.

Farmers, irate over subsidy, 
won’t send produce to market

scarce at the supermarket counter 
following the Histadrut Agricultural 
Centre's decision to stop marketing 
a variety of produce, beginning to- 
day.

The decision was taken to protest 
the continued IL22-a-kllo subsidy the 
government gives to Imported frozen 
beef. Yesterday farme r s stopped 
marketing frozen chickens after the 
Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism refused to cancel the sub- 
sidy. They also blocked entrances to 
cold-storage plants where the 
government Is storing beef.

Canadian diplomacy, which beat

Lee sold yesterday he had not yet 
received instructions from Ottawa 
regarding moving the embassy from 
Tel Aviv.

(Prime Minister Joe dark an- 
nounced an Tuesday that Ottawa 
would transfer Its embassy from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem, as he had 
promised during Ms campaign.

Shai protests latest bill to

Government will 
examine leasing

The Treasury hopes to absorb 
TT.i h. from the public this year by 
leasing state-owned land for public 
and private building, it was learned 
this week.

B'nal B’rith leaders 
emphatically denied, those claims. 

.."We woh’t.be banning anything, 
settlers*, spokesman Yehlam Padam 
told The Jerusalem Post "We are 
bound by a signed agreement with 
the Nature Reserves Authority to 
undertake the upkeep and conserva- 
tion of the forest and all animals In 
it, as well as building facilities for 
visitors and campers — which are 


nonexistent now." 

The Umm Safa forest la one of the 
few stands of virgin Jerusalem pine 
remaining in the country. It spreads 
over 800 hilly dunams at about 550 
metres above sea level and, despite 
its .beauty and considerable size, it 
has not been declared a' nature 
reserve/ 

Padam charged that Gush 
Emunim settlers at Neve Tzuf , at the 
other ride of the forest, have been 
systematically cutting down trees to 
make room for their vegetable gar- 
dens. “They have already cleared 
several dunam, but nobody utters a 
word about it. On the contrary, they 
are picking on us. As if settling In 
Samaria was but a privilege of a 
few." he said. 

The B’nai B'rith settlers have 
pledged to take only 10 per cent of 
the. forest’s total area at its eastern 
corner, where there is no natural 
growth. 

The houses wQl be pre-fabrlcated 
wooden units, Imported from the 
U.S.

Navy’s 
nuclear submarine, HUB 
Courageous, arrived here yesterday 
morning on a five-day friendly visit. 
The Courageous Is the first British 
nuclear submarine to come to Israel. 

The master of the vessel,' Com- 
mander Charles Nixon-Eckersall. 
told reporters on board that he and 
.Ms crew were unperturbed by living 
In close proximity to a nuclear reac- 
tor. The ship is no danger to Haifa, 
he said, adding that it spends 40 per 
cent of its time In port. 


The visit to Israel is ‘“unique," 
Nixon-Eckersall said, because It will 
give the sMp’s company 'the chance 
to see such places as Jerusalem, 
Bethlehem and Galilee. 

The submarine is one of twelve of 
its class In service in the Royal 
Navy. It is armed with highly 
sophisticated torpedoes for attacks 
cm enemy submarines and surface 
ships. 

The vessel came to Haifa after 
three weeks of exercises at sea, and 
sails for Gibraltar on Monday. The 
crew are being hosted by the Israel 
Navy during the visit. 


TWA flights hit by work to rule.

Oncology Institute of the Sheba

The cancer clinic, which serves a 
population of over one million, 
receives about 1,200 new patients a 
year. 

Suzy Eban, who is president of the 
Israel Cancer Association, explained 
to 77ie Jerusalem Post that a few 
years ago she organized the British 
Friends ef .the Association, made up 
largely of people who had hitherto 
not been active in causes for Israel. 
Lady Ruth Wolfson became the vice- 
president of the English group. 

Tonight the organization in the UK 
is holding a benefit which will 
finance three treatment rooms and a 
radium bank, she said. In addition to 
the outpatient clinic, the Sheba 
cancer facility has a day hospital, a 
physics wing and a radiotherapy 
department. 

State attorneys

The State Attorneys Association 
yesterday announced to Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamir that they are 
halting their recent labour sanctions. 

Following their announcement, 
Tamir asked the Ministerial Com- 
mittee on Wages to renew 
negotiations with the association on 
recognizing their profession as 
“preferred."

The state attorneys had been ask- 
ing for a wage settling arrangement 
similar to that given soldiers and 
judges, whose salaries are set by an 
"objective outside body" such as the 
Knesset Finance Committee.

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Iran yields to Arabs 
in key oil province 

TIWJPd * m / R ontari _ Tran't maraim iraans aloiw tl 
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TEHERAN (Reuter). — Iran's 
revolutionary authorities took swift 
action yesterday to calm ethnic Arab 
unrest In the main oil-producing 
-area on the southwestern border 
with Iraq. Meanwhile, medical 
teams have been sent to the border 
with Iraq to treat casualties in a 
bombing raid by Iraqi planes on four 
Iranian Kurdisb villages, Iran's of- 
ficial Pars news agency reported. 
But Iran backed down on an earlier 
report that it had lodged an official 
protest with its Arab neighbour. 

In an abrupt reversal of policy, the 
Iranian government negotiated an 
agreement with the spiritual leader 
of the country's Arab nationalists to 
resolve the conflict between the 
Arab and Persian communities In 
the oil-rich border province of 
Khuzestan. 

The unexpected move coincided 
with a worsening of relations 

between Iran and Iraq. 

The governor-general of 
Khuzestan was yesterday quoted as 
saying that a brother of Saddam 
Hussein, vice-chairman of Iraq's 
Revolutionary Command Council, 
was smuggling arms Into Iran on 
behalf of agents of the exiled shah's 
disbanded Savak secret police. 

Iraq's embassy in Teheran 
meanwhile denied that the Iranian 
government had lodged a formal 
protest against the anti- Kurdish 
raid. A foreign ministry spokesman 
agreed that no protest had been 
made — despite a statement by 
Iran's Voice of the Islamic Republic 
radio on Tuesday night that Interior 
Minister Ahmad Sadr Javadi had 
lodged one with the Iraqi am- 
bassador. 

Relations between the two Middle 
East neighbours have been tense In 
recent days because of fighting in 
the southern border province of 
Khuzestan Involving autonomy- 
seeking Arabs and Persian 
militiamen. 

Each side accused the other of 


massing troops along the border, 
and Iran's official radio said Iraqi 
helicopters bad flown recon&lssance 
flights along the. frontier. 

The border tension gave rise to a 
spate of anti-Iraqi posters, pasted on 
the walla of the embassy here, at- 
tacking Iraq’s ruling Ba’ath Party. 

Yesterday Rear-Admiral Ahmad 
Madanl, Khuzestan 'a governor- 
general, told Reuters he had promis- 
ed to ensure Arab rights at a meeting 
with th'e nationalist leader. 
Ayatollah Sheikh al-Shobeir 
Khagani, In the gulf port of 
Khorramshahr. 

The meeting ended on Tuesday 
night, shortly before the expiry of an 
Arab ultimatum for Madanl's dis- 
missal. Both he and the almost blind 
ayatollah had previously said they 
would never negotiate with each 
other. . 

But the two men apparently realis- 
ed the potential dangers of allowing 
an ethnic conflict to escalate In 
Iran's most Important province. 

Arab political sources In 
- Khorramshahr said Madanl had met 
Arab demands. These included nam- 
ing qualified Arabs to top positions In 
local government, payments for the - 
families of Arabs killed In the 
clashes, punishment of those respon- 
sible for the killings, release of the 
arrested Arabs and financial aid to 
develop Khuxes tan's agriculture. 

In the Khuzestan town of Dezful, 
six men were executed by firing 
squad yesterday on a new charge of 
“anti-revolutionary crimes.'* 

Prosecutor Abol-Qasem Satarlan 
told Reuters that for the sake of 
security in the region, the nature of 
the crimes and the status of the six 
had been kept deliberately vague, 
though all confessed to at least one 
murder. 

The Pars news agency later 
described the six as agents of the 
shah's regime, like all the others 
condemned to death by 
revolutionary tribunals so lar. 


5 Iraqis held for murder in South Yemen 


ADEN, South Yemen (AP). — Five 
security men attached to the Iraqi 
embassy here have surrendered to 
■ South Yemen authorities who say the 
five were Involved In the assassina- 
tion of an Iraqi professor here last 
week. 

The five, who were not identified 
by authorities took refuge In the em- 
bassy after Dr. Tewflk Rushdl was 
shot and killed near his home In sub- 
urban Aden last Saturday. 


The Aden news agency said yeater- 
day that Iraqi authorities in 
Baghdad had ransacked the South 
Yemeni embassy there, arrested the 
staff, and placed the charge d'af- 
falrs under house arrest. 

After the surrender of the security 
agents here, South Yemeni Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Muttee said his 
government had asked the Iraqis to 
lift the siege of the embassy in 
Baghdad. 


Rebels seize 
major town 
in Nicaragua 

MANAGUA (AP). — Renewed heavy 
fi ghting was reported early yester- 
day in the northwestern city of Leon , 
Nicaragua's second largest, as & 
general strike crippling the capital 
entered Its third day. 

* The opposition newspaper “La 
Prenaa" said an early morning 
report from its correspondent in 
Leon Indicated the National Guard 
command post In the city centre was 
effectively surrounded by young 
rebels who control large parts of the 
city and Its environs. 

Telephone lines to Leon and other 
northwestern cities were cut yester- 
day morning and the reports could 
not be confirmed. Journalists wbo 
visited rebels in Leon on Tuesday 
said they claimed to have disabled a 
Sherman tank and knocked out two 
armoured cars near the guard com- 
mand post. 

On their way out of town late on 
Tuesday, the journalists passed a 
National Guard convoy that con- 
tained a Sherman tank, two ar- 
moured cars, a half-track and 
several truckloads of troops that 
were entering the city. 

In Managua, a general strike call- 
ed by the rebels as part of their 
“final offensive" to topple President . 
Anastas Jo Soznoza continued to 
paralyse the capital. Only two buses 
were seen rolling on city streets dur- 
ing a half-hour ride through the city. 
Few taxis and private vehicles were 
moving on the streets. 


U.S. Senate passes 
energy plan 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. Senate Tuesday night approved 
an energy-saving plan under which 
■each state would have to devise Its 
own way of conserving fuel. 

The bill authorized U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter to set a national 
energy conservation target to offset 
an anticipated severe shortage and 
to tell each governor of the target for 
his state. Carter had challenged 
Congress to produce Its own conser- 
vation plan after the House of 
Representatives rejected his stand- 
by petrol rationing plan. 

The bill, approved by 77 votes to 
18. specifically denied any authority 
for full weekend restrictions on 
petrol sales but would allow rotating 
day closings Including the weekend. 


The Government 
is paying 

IL1, 500, 000, 000/Year 
to Destroy Agriculture 


The Ministry of Industry and Trade, in imitation of the citizens of Helm, 
is spending IL1, 500, 000,000 a year to subsidize the import of meat, while 
cutting the subsidy for locally produced meat. As a result, enormous sur- 
pluses are being stockpiled. 

For every kilogram of frozen meat, the Government contributes IL22-25 
from its overflowing coffers. This sum will soon be raised to IL30/kg> This 
increases the national budget, and heaps meat on the bonfires of infla- 
tion. 

At the same time, there Is no subsidy on live chickens, turkeys or fresh, 
locally produced beef. On frozen chickens, there is a subsidy of 11,17- 
18/kg., about two-thirds of the subsidy on imports. 

The result is that the Israeli farmer finds it difficult to compete with the 
generously supported Imports. About 8,000 tons of frozen chickens and 1,- 
600 tons of turkey meat have accumulated in cold stores. 

The Government promised to solve this problem by June 4, 1979, but this 
date has passed, without any solution in sight. 

Israeli farmers cannot agree to the continuation of this callous disregard 
and discrimination against local produce. As a first step, the bodies 
representing the farmers have instructed the marketing organizations to 
stop marketing frozen chicken. It is our hope that additional, more ' 
drastic steps will not be necessary. 

Our actions are not directed against the consumer. Unfortunately, we 
have no other way of expressing our bitter protest at the damage caused 
us by this senseless bane.

French outraged by Carter

LONDON (Reuter). — Ghana's 
army commander. Brigadier Neville 
Odartey-Wellington. was killed in 
Monday's coup which ousted 
General. Fred Akuffo's military 
government, the Ghana news agency 
said yesterday. 

Unconfirmed reports from Lome, 
capital of neighbouring Togo, said 
Akuffo was stabbed during heavy 
fighting on Monday. It was not dear 
if Akuffo's wound was fatal. 

A dispatch from the agency receiv- 
ed in London said the brigadier was 
among several members of the arm- 
ed forces wbo died in the uprising led 
h7 Flight-Lieutenant Jerry 
Rawlings.. ' 

Brigadier Odartey-Wellington was 
a member of Ghana's Supreme 
Military Council. 

The agency said the whereabouts 
of Gen. Akuffo, the deposed head of 
state, were still not known. 

Ghana Radio said on Tuesday 
night that 32 people, including nine 
policemen, were In military custody 
for looting offences In the capital. 


Accra. The radio said markets, 
shops and banks in Accra were ali 

closed. 

An unidentified Nigerian televi- 
sion reporter, who managed to get 
out of Ghana before the border was 
closed on Tuesday, claimed in Legos 
that “hundreds” had - died in the 
coup. 

The new Ghanaian leaders yester- 
day lifted the dusk-to-dawn curfew 
imposed after the coup on Mem day 
and announced that Accra airport £ 
again open for normal airline 
operations. 

The new revolutionary council, 
formed on Tuesday, has renewed its 
pledge to hold general elections on 
June 18 and to return Ghana to 
civilian rule on July 1. 

Flight-Lieutenant Rawlings, sz. 
who was named chairman of the 
council, said on Ghana Radi& oa 
Tuesday that the coup was a reaction 
to unjustifiable hardships of the post 
few years. ' 

The council Includes three majors, 
a captain, a sergeant, two corporals 
and a private. •

PARIS. — France's relations with 
the U.S. nosedived yesterday with 
French politicians accusing the 
government of allowing Its ministers ' 
to be allegedly humiliated by U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and his ad- 
ministration during their visit to 
Washington. 

French President Valery Gisc&rd 
d’Estalng and Foreign Minister Jean 
■Fran col s -Pone et sought to appease 
the outburst of anti-American 
feelings, which lias Injected a fresh 
note of discord Into French politics 
only tour days before the nation-wide 
election of delegates to the European 
Parliament. 

The heated controversy erupted 
from Washington news reports that 
Carter gave Francols-Poncet a dis- 
tinct brushoff Monday by receiving 
him for only IB minutes to cooly 
shrug off French protests against the 
proposed U.S. 35-a-barrel subsidy on 
imported oil. 


Gaullist parliament member 
Dtdler Julia said Carter has 
“humiliated'' France for the first 
time since the creation of the 
Gaullist regime in 1968 and demand- 
ed that Glscard fire ministers who 
agree to such treatment. 

■ Glscard, addressing his weekly 
cabinet session yesterday, called tor 
solidarity among oil consumers and 
“cooperation and not confrontation" 
with the producing nations. 
Observers saw It as a new call to 
Carter to drop toe proposed subsidy,, 
and It was supported more directly 
by Francols-Poncet.

CZENSTOGHOWA, Poland. — The 
Polish government expressed "sur- 
prise” at the extent of -political 
statements made by Pope John Paul 
during his nine-day visit to his 
homeland. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Stefan Stanlszewskl, the first 
government official to talk to foreign 
reporters, about the papal visit since 
the pope arrived oq Saturday, said 
he was surprised that there had been 
so much politics In his homilies. “I 
am rather surprised. I did not expect 
.so much," the ministry spokesman 
said. 

Stanlszewskl also said that the size 
of the crowds who come to greet the 
pope were Inflated by the foreign 
press and that tranaportatlon 
facilities . offered to pilgrims had 
gone unused for lack of demand. 

. Staniszewakl estimated that 120,- 
000 to 200,000 pilgrims had come 
each day to attend the pontiff's 
public appearances. Unofficial es- 
timates by foreign reporters and 
churchmen put the figure at up to 


half a million. 

The pope, who was to leave this 
pilgrim town last night for Ms home 
city of Cracow, has urged Polish 
bishops to seek more freedoms from 
the communist g ove rnment and call- 
ed on the state to come to terms with 
the Roman Catholic Church. 

There has been no official 
criticism of the pope’s conduct in 
Poland, and Stanlszewskl and the 
deputy minister for religious affairs, 
Aleks&nder Merker, gave no indica- 
tion of serious Irritation. “We an 
generally satisfied with the .visit, 1 * 
Merker said. 

Asked why coverage of the pope's 
visit in state-run newspapers had 
been limited; the spokesman 
replied: "Trybuna Ludu" is an 
organ of the central com m it t ee of the 
rhmmunist Party.

Socialists urged to 
join Italian gov’t 

ROME (Reuter). —Italian Christian 
Democratic leaders yesterday urged 
the Socialist Party to support a new 
centre-left government following 
last week’s general election which 
failed to produce a clear winner. 

Their move followed the Com- 
munist Party’s reaffirmation of its 
refusal to back a new government 
unless It was given cabinet posts. 
The Communist demand for cabinet 
posts and the mtaorlty-ruling Chris- 
tian Democrats’ rejection led to the 
dissolution of their parliamentary 
pact and subsequent elections. 

“The Socialists ore decisive," said 
Christian Democratic president 
Flamlnio Piccbli. "If the Com- 
munists do not change their mind, 
the duty of governing falls on the 
Christian Democrats and im- 
mediately afterwards on the 
Socialists and the Intermediate par- 
ties." 

Christian Democratic Party 
secretary Benlgno Zaccagninl 
stressed that he still favoured a 
“national unity" government back- 
ed by the Communists in parliament 
but not In the cabinet. 

The new parliament will open on 
June 20 when President Sandro Per- 
tlnl begins consultations with 
political leaders. The president will 
ask one of them to form a new 
cabinet following the return of Glulio 
Andre otti. caretaker premier, from 
the Tokyo economic summit 
meeting. 


Corsican student 
confesses to wave 
of Paris bombings 

PARIS (AP). — A 22-year-old stu- 
dent of history at the University of 
Paris has confessed he organized a 
.four-month wave of bomb explosions 
in central Paris on behalf of the Cor- 
sican National Liberation Front 
ICNLF). an underground organiza- 
tion seeking the island's secession ! 
from France, police announced 
yesterday. 

The police announcement said the 
student, Antoine Grazdapl, and his 
girlfriend, Marie-Madeleine An- 
tonini. were arrested at their apart- 
ment in the fashionable ieth district. 

Since early February, the bom- 
bings have caused damage to 
numerous offices and public 
buildings including the Finance 
Ministry, but no deaths or Injuries 
were reported. The campaign 
culminated in a series of more than 
25 explosions that rocked central 
Paris on the night of May 31, damag- 
ing mainly banks and travel agen- 
cies. 

The police announcement disclos- 
ed that two members of the group, 
-Antoine Mori&nl and Jean Gueguen, 
were picked -up by chance on the 
night of May 31 as they were setting 
one. of the bombs planned for that 
night. An Immediate search of their 
apartments put police on Graxiani's 
track and be was arrested within 
hours.

‘Major’ Bob Astles says Amin tried to have him killed 


NAIROBI, (Reuter). — “Major" 
Bob Astles, British-born aide of 
ousted Ugandan leader Idi Amin, is 
reported to have told a British jour- 
nalist from detention in Kenya that 
the former president tried to kill him 
last year. 

A British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion (BBC) reporter said' Astles, who 
telephoned him Tuesday night, also 
asked him to arrange for a- top Ke- 
nyan lawyer to represent him. 
Astles. who has been In custody here 
since fleeing Uganda last April when 


Ta n zanian-led forces marched on 
Kampala, has been charged with 
murder by the new Ugandan govern- 
ment. 

A state attorney was expected to 
fly to Nairobi yesterday from Kam- 
pala with an arrest and extradition 
warrant for the former Amin aide. 

Police sources here have said that 
since being held here, Astles has 
been interrogated about the 
mysterious death of former Kenyan 
cabinet minister Bruce McKenzie In 
a tight aircraft which exploded In 


- flight after taking off from Uganda 
In may last year. 

Astles told the reporter that on the 
day McKenzie left Entebbe airport, 
ex-president Amin ordered him to 
wait in the airport VIP lounge. He 
grew uneasy there and eventually 
drove back towards Kampala! 

On the Kampala road an ambush 
had been set up, probably by 
members of the State Research 
Bureau secret police. He managed to 
drive through, it and alerted the 
m ili t ary police when he reached 
Kampala, he said.

THIS YEAR’S Cannes Internatio na l- 
Film Festival confirmed once again 
that the basic desire motivating the 
film industry is not the putting of 
Ideas Into cinematic form, but 
rather the putting of bottoms into 
cinema-house seats. 

Having landed in a place which 
treats topless sunb&thers like movie 
■tars, and. movie stars like gods 
(directors are -seen in a fight which 
transcends mere rational thought), 
it’s not always easy to Judge the 
films strictly cm their merits. 

■The Palais du Festival, where all 
of the official selections are screen- 
ed, is both visually *md acoustically 
stunning. Tot while sitting back in 
your too- soft seat you find yourself 
wondering, “Is the applause for the 
film or for the Dolby stereo sound?" 
Would the film seem as good if 
shown under normal movie-theatre 
conditions — rolling bottles, 
arguments between the ushers and 
the smokers, advertisements for 
Carmel carpets and so on?* 

It’s very difficult' to dislike a film 
shown In the Festival, You get the 
feeling of being the only no-man In a 
room full of sycophants. While I 
won't be putting on my “Free 
Charles Manson" button at the world 
premier of Roman- Polanski's 
“Teas.” I will try to remain as objec- 
tive as possible and report about 
those films which are worth seeing. 

" Hair ." the opening 1 Presen tati on 
of the festival, is a brilliant musical 
in the old, pre- 4l Cabaret" mold. 
While the music and dance numbers 
do little to advance the story, they 
are dazzling set-pieces which leave 
‘you wishing It was 1968 again. 

Actually, It took 11 years to 
develop an approach to this “tribal 
love-rock musical” which would 
elevate it beyond a period piece k la 
“Grease”. When “Hair” was first 
performed in the 1960s it broke 
several tabus of the Broadway stage. 
Besides presenting a counter-culture 
viewpoint of the American dream, 
“Hair" . challenged its audience by 
its lack of story-fine, its full frontal 
nudity and. usage at words usually 
heard in arguments- between cab 
drivers, and moat Importantly by 
bringing political street theatre out 
of the underground and putting it on 
the front page of “The Hew York 
Times."

MILOS' FORMAN, the Czech direc- 
tor best > known for Us “One Flew. 
Over the .Cuckoo's Nest," had to 
choose between two alternatives;

The result is a crea- 
tion which is based upon yet Indepen- 
dent of the anti-culture of the sixties. 
... . Using a specific time in a Jpecific 
place, Forman goes beyond toe ac- 
tual story of a’ draft-inductee's 
‘cultural awakening and creates an 
anti-war allegory which is as much 
at home In the post-peace, treaty 
Israel' as it was at the height of toe 
Vietnam .war in America. 

.. One sequence , in particular 
transcends toe parochial issue and 
speaks, cinem&tlcally 'yet without a 
word, to us directly. The order to go 
overseas is announced In the 
barracks. The soldiers prepare their 
gear and obediently march out to the 
awaiting plane. In a style which con- 
sciously recalls propaganda films of 
the 1980a, both Nazi and Allied, the 
troop-lines move slowly and precise- 
ly to the dark hold at the plane where 
they are seemingly swallowed alive. 
This 10-minute sequence has not a 
word spoken, the only sounds being 
of soldiers singing of love, of peace 
and finally of resignation. 

If I have spent an inordinate 
amount of space on “Hair," it la 
because I believe it to be a unique 
film which will probably drop-dead 
in Israeli- movie theatres. Believing 
ourselves to be above such 
“American nonsense,” we tend to 
react condescendingly to any men- 
tion- of the 1960s, Vietnam, flower- 
children. After seeing this film, if it 
manages to bang on long enough, 
you might change your attitude. 


THE USES of music in establishing 
settings are . developed to a new 
degree in Woody Allen's “Manhat- 
tan,” being presented here In its 
European premiere. The lush music 
of George Gershwin blends with the 
black and white photography of Gor- 
don WilHs to create a totally subjec- 
tive view of New York, as seen 
through toe feelings of Isaac Davis 
(played by Woody Allen). , 

This is the work of a master, func- 
tioning on so many different levels 
that I can already see the sad day 
when it will become the subject of a 
doctoral toesla in film schools. 

Searching for a way which will 
enable him to maintain values and 
girlfriends, Davis/ Allen is unwilling 
to compromise. His second wife 
(who left him to live with another 
woman) , him written a tell-it-all book 
about their marriage and has receiv- 
ed film offers. While making two 
alimony payments and supporting a 
kid intent on getttng his, Davis quits 
his job as a television writer to write 
the sequel to hla first book about his 
mother, titled “The Castrating 
Zionist." In spite of the obstacles 
that work against .him, Davis clings 
to his integrity and refuses to sur- 
render those few things which make 
life worth living; Marlon Brando, 
Mozart, Louis Armstrong playing 
“Potatofaead Blues," Willie Kays, 
friendship and love. 

But primarily this is a film about 
growth and the confidence that com- 
es with it. Having fully grown as a 
filmmaker, Allen has confidently 
styled a film which wifi show, in its 
own funny way, where America waa 
in 197B: an urban pastiche of the best 
and worst of our culture — an island 
called Manhattan. 


THE OBSTREPEROUS Russian 
anti-Semitism goes further back in 
history than the present Soviet 
regime and its Stalinist predecessor:

Hippolyt LutoatanBiri. a defrocked 
Catholic priest, and a noted forger, 
provided 'a “scientific" justification ‘ 
for blood iibeL He used mediaeval 
Christian texts to "prove" toe blood 
label claim. LutostanskTi book, - 
dedicated to the tsar (Alexande r 
HI) , was distributed among the 
police. Learned treaties disproving 
the allegation made little Impact on 
the population and the government, 
who used anti-Semitism to - deflect 
the people's Ire over real troubles. 

Beiliss,' when finally -acquitted, 
moved to Palestine, where he led a 
miserable life. He died, still an un- 
happy soul, in the U.S. 

- The year Beiliss was arrested, toe 
U.S. cancelled a trade treaty with 
Russia over the tsar's treatment of 
the Jews. .It was a case of Motion 
between the Congress (where Rus- 
sian pogroms .were often decried) 
and toe State Department, which 
clung to the reports of American 
diplomats repeating official Russian 
•explanations. The break in trade 
relations was pegged, howev e r, on 
.the refusal by toe tsar’s police to' 
allow free travel to Jews holding

Prof. Arye Yodfot, in a paper 
published by "8hvut’‘ (Return), a 
periodical on Jewish problems in the 
USSR, observes that the termination 
of the trade agreement had little 
effect on U.S. -Russian relations.

For the common anti- 
Semite belongs to toe vast grass- 
roots-majority with a veneer of 
education, the sort of people among 
whom fascism thrives. 

Dora Tiktina- Sturm an, & recent 
immigrant from Russia, speaks 
from experience. She spent 16 years 
in Ukrainian villages and little 
towns, where she had been forced to 


live after serving a five year 
sentence for "anti-Soviet agitation.” 
Her observations on toe rural secon- 
dary schools in the Kharkov region 
'are recorded in a remarkable study 
recently published by toe Soviet and 
East European Research Centre of 
the Hebrew University. The follow- 
ing introductory remarks, however, 
are culled from Tiktina’s contribu- 
tion to a seminar on Soviet anti- 
Semitism, held hi Jerusalem a year 
ago. The whole proceedings are now 

available in a 478-page paperback 
published by Aliya Library: "An- 
tisemitism v $ovietskom . Soyuze, 
Ye to Jfomi i Posledstviya". (Anti- 
Semitism in the Soviet Union, it's 
Roots and Consequences). 

The Soviet dictatorship stands on 
three-pronged monopolies, Tiktina 
says: economic (which the black 
market challenges unrelentlessly), 
political, and ideological. The bin- 
ding political model baa existed 
since revolutionary days, and the of- 
ficial sources of information on 
which the political monopoly rests 
allow only for minor variations of 
this paradigm. Hence, truth does not

This was toe finest performance of 
a superior evening. However, toe 
contrasts in the character of 
Schubert’s impromptus which she 
evoked could hardly have been 
bettered. In Schumann's 
Ereisleriana, she commanded a 
freer, more open style. For all toe 
composer's yearning for his love, 
which ^allegedly inspired this work, it 
remains one of. the lesser 
patchworks (eight sections) in 
Schumann's rich collection. 

Two encores completed the perfor- 
mance, and if the pianist did slip a 
note or two by then, it was forgivable 
after such an exacting programme.

WE REMEMBERED Carole Rosen 
from her brilliant performance in 
1968 as the secretary in Menotti's 
"The Consul.” Twelve years have 
passed and seem to have left marks'. 

This recital started badly. The 
phrasing in Purcell's "Bess of 
Bedlam" was confused and the vocal 
line unstable. Musically toe perfor- 
mance was affected and overdone, 
lacking stylistic authenticity. 

Handel’s famous aria from 
“Xerxes" fared better but still failed 
to please. The lyrical, quiet passages 
were the best, toe dramatic ones 
poorest. In both these opening 
numbers, transition from one 
register to the other was abrupt and 
toe high register sounded extremely 
strained, if not forced, with an un- 
pleasant vibrato and affected voice 
emission. 

The nine lieder by romantic com- 
posers with Byron's texts were mix- 
ed in level. Some were quite good, 
such as Schumann’s “My Soul Is 
Dark." or the two Wolf songs. Some 


play a role in forming the citizen’s 
mind. 

' Indeed, Tiktina recalls, the princi- 
ple was established by Lenin in 1907 
when he defended himself. In Lon- 
don. against the claim that he had 
maligned the Mensheviks in toe 
Communist Party: 

"In disputation with our political 
enemy we do not seek to establish 
the truth. Our argument is intended 
not for our opponent, but for the 
observer on toe sides. We aspire to 
arouse adversity to our opponents 
before the spectator begins to realize 
what it is all about” 

What an opponent thinks is ab- 
solutely irrelevant to Lenin: his aim 
is to destroy an enemy. So, he 
argued, if the Jewish Bund left the 
Communist Party again (as it did 
once), the Bolsheviks would be In 
their right to allege that leaders of 
the Bund had sold themselves to the 
Jewish bourgeoisie. 

OFFICIAL anti-Semitism in the 
Soviet Union increased by bounds in 
the 1970s, Tiktina says. She has the 
feeling it was promoted by a desire 
"to check and destroy pluralism in 
the Soviet society, which developed 
since the second half of the 1960s, 
which the authorities were un- 
able to control." For the Jews, 
however, the Impact was Im- 
mediate. general and painful. The 
anti-Semitic propaganda thrived on 
a tradition-hallowed background of 
Jew-baltlng. 


were rather bad. The first song, 
Loewe's “Saul Before his Last 
Battle." for instance, emerged com- 
pletely distorted. In all the songs the 
German diction was faulty. 

YET IN THE second part of the 
evening Mias Rosen seemed quite a 
different person and singer, the 
change possibly being wrought by 
Dominick Argento's song cycle 
“From The Diary of Virginia' 
Woolf.” The cycle is an Impressive 
piece of music In step with the recent 
trends of going back to tonality, to 
simple triads, to figuration la the 
piano port, etc. 

Miss Rosen's performance was 
rather impressive. The quality of her 
voice regained some of the richness 
and sonorous beauty we had heard in 
1968. Suddenly there was no longer a 
need to force, to exert or to use 
devices to keep toe voice going. 

Mr. Zak showed us again what a 
real artist can accomplish in the 
piano parts of songs. Throughout the 
recital his playing was a sheer 
delight, but he deserves a special 
mention for Argento, in which he 
often contributed more than his 
share to the establishment of at- 
mosphere and character.

Ihe Military Governor of Judea 
and Samaria issued an- expulsion 
order against Riad Abu Awar on the 
strength of regulation 132(1) of the 
Defence (Emergency) Regulations, 
1954; which provides that toe High 
Commissioner (now the Defence 
Minister) may issue an order for the 
deportation of any person from 
Palestine (Erete Yisrael). This 
order was examined and confirmed 
by an advisory committee, beaded 
by a high judicial officer, as required 
by regulation 112(8). ^ 

Riad Abu Awar petitioned the High 
Court of Justice for an order nfcri. 

Decision . ' „ ' 

THE PRESIDENT, who delivered 
the decision of the High Court, first 
considered the argument that 
regulation 112 of the Defence 
(Emergency) Regulations had been 
repealed, in so far as the West Bank 
is concerned, by section 9(1) of toe 
1952 constitution of Jordan, which 
provides that no Jordanian national 
may be expelled- from Jordan. 

In dismissing It, he noted that after 

the occupation of the West Bank by 
Jordan in 1948, the Defence 
(Emergency) Regulations, enacted 
by the British Mandatory Govern- 
ment for toe whole of Palestine, 
were retained In force. 

~ Then, after the Israel Army oc- 
cupied the West Bank in June, 1967. 
the military government declared 
that the operative law in that area 
would he the Jordanian law in force 
on June 7, 1987; and in 1968, the 
Military. Governor = issued an inter- 
pret&ry proclamation in which he ex- 
plained that as the Emergency 
Regulations had not been expressly 
repealed by any Jordanian law, they 
remained in force on the West Bank. 

. Study of the only authoritative 
material available to the High Court 
(judgments handed down by the Jor- 
danian courts after 1982) show, con- 
tinued the President, that this; inter- 
pretation of Jordanian law by the 
Military. Governor waa correct. 

TURNING NEXT to the petitioner's 
argument that the Implementation 
of regulation U2(l) violated Article 
49 of thd Geneva Convention ox 1949, 
the President held that he could not 
accept It. For the purpose of Article 
49 was, he- pointed, out, to prevent 
such atrocities as those committed 
by the Nazis, who had deported 
millions of people from their own 

countries either for purposes of slave 
labour In Germany or far extermina- 
tion in concentration camps. 

On the other hand, he continued, it 
was obvious that it waa not the Inten- 
tion of the Geneva Convention to 
derogate from the obligation of an 
occupying power, to . mai n t a i n _laW - 
and order in occupied territories. 


' The British High Commissioner 
(and likewise Ms successors) was 
not empowered, continued the Presi- 
dent," to - use regulation •£&£)•• an- , 
bitrarily. On the con^ffry^regula 1 - 
fhm 108 layS v down‘ expressly that an 
expulsion order may be made only 
for the purpose of “securing toe 
public safety, the defence of 
Palestine, the maintenance of public 
order or the suppression of mutiny, 
rebellion or riots/' • 

In other words, the powers of ex- 
pulsion vested In the authorities by 
the Defence (Emergency) 
Regulations were for one purpose 
only: the preservation of public 
order and security; 

This was particularly so in the 
case of the petitioner, whom toe 
Military Governor sought to expel to 
Lebanon for the purpose of putting a 
safe distance between Mm and the 
risk to public security which he 
might constitute, and certainty not 
for purposes of .forced labour on 
behalf of Israel. (The President add- 
ed in parenthesis that the petitioner 
himself had rejected a suggestion 
that he he expelled to Jordon, rather 
than to Lebanon, if he were indeed a 
Jordanian national, as he claimed to 
be.) The President then considered 
toe petitioner's argument that he did 
not, in fact, .constitute a security risk 
and that the poster put up by toe 
Progressive National Movement at 
the Hebrew University had not been 
inspired by him, as toe M il i ta r y 
Governor alleged. 

The petitioner, he noted, had 
attempted to persuade toe court of 
the justice of this contention by 
producing statements, including 
those of several professors of toe 
Hebrew. University and Bir Zeit 
University in which the opinion was 
expressed that the poster’s call for 
ridding the State of Israel of its 
Zionist character was no -different 
from nimUnr sentiments expressed 
over a long period in both Arab 
circles and J ewish circles. 

With all 'due respect to toe exper- 
tise of these professors in their own 
fields of topology, physics, sociology, 
etc, it waa obvious, he held, that none 
of them bore the burden of ensuring 
toe safety and security of the public 
in toe territories or the' responsibility 
for suppressing any riot* that might 
break out there. 

From a statement submitted by 
the respondent, continued the Presi- 
dent. It appears that in 1969 toe 
petitioner had confessed to belong- 
ing to a hostile organisation and had 
been sentenced to two years* im- 
prisonment. Since then he had been 
active in extreme organizations in- 
diting the Arab public against the 
“SSonist State.” 

His participation In toe drafting of 
the poster in question, however 
small or large a part he may have 
played, was only one of Ms many ac- 
tivities in this field. Furthermore, * 
the President stressed, all the 
material In' the hands of the security 
authorities had been examined by 
the advisory committee, and In the 
absence of any allegation of bad 
faith dr arbitrariness on' the part of 
that committee, the High Court waz 
not entitled to re jectthelr exerclie of 
rejection in favour of the discretion 
of any other body or person. 

The petition should, therefore, be 
di smiss ed, held the President. 

Justice Asher concurred with the * 
President and Justice Shamgar, in 
concurring, noted only that the 
reference to Article 49 of toe Geneva 
Convention In the President's judg- 
ment should not be taken to mean 
that the High Court had adopted any 
on toe applicability of 
Geneva convention to the West 
Bank, as this issue had not been rais- 
ed or discussed in the proceeding*-

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Betar takes State Cup home

TEL AVIV. — The State Cup return- 
ed to the capital last night, after 
Jerusalem Betar beat Tel Aviv Mao* 
cabl 2-1 in the Cup final before 80,000 
soccer fans at the Ramat Gan 
stadium. 

Beaming with pride, Jerusalem 
Mayor Teddy Kollek promised 
spccer fans he would go ahead with 
plans to build the new Jerusalem 
stadium, ‘'despite the burning of me 
in effigy. 1 ' by religious opponents 
who call the stadium Hellenistic. 

The game’s result was a repeat of 
the 1976 Cup final, when Betar 
slipped past Maccabl 2-1, and the win 
gave Betar its second Cup win in 
history, 

Jerusalem fans saw the win, which 
brought the 1979 season to an end, as 
fitting Justice, since Maccabl had 
pipped Jerusalem as league cham- 
pions during the regular season. 

But the game was not a great Cup 
final, only reaching real Cup fever in 
the final 10 minutes, when two of the 
three goals were scored. Until then, 
except for Betar's first half goal, 
Maccabl held control of the midfield, 
and a slow pace failed to produce 
many exciting moment*. 

Betar waa much sharper than the 
coastal team, and made quick use of 
a handful of goal chances to score 
two snappy goals and twice rattle the 
Maccabl posts. 

Shlomo Kir at was Betar's star, 
twice clearing "certain goals" off 
the goallne. Goalkeeper Tosal 
Mizrahi also played an outstanding 
game, making several splendid 
saves. Danny Neuman was a mid- 
field dynamo while Url MalmiUlan 
showed his usual touch of class. 

The Maccabl strikers were not at 
their best. Glare Spiegel was shot

Henry Ford 
relinquishes 
firm’s top job 

DETROIT (AP). — Philip Caldwell 
was named recently to succeed 
■ Henry Ford H as chief executive of- 
ficer of Ford Motor Co., only the se- 
cond non-Ford to be elevated to the 
top post of America's No. 2 car- 
maker. 

Caldwell, 69, baa been vice chair- 
man and president of Ford. He will 
take over the top job on October l. 

Ford, 61, told shareholders at the 
firm's 24th annual meeting he will 
continue to serve as chairman for 
“an indeterxninant period.” But he 
added that hlz role in the company, 
founded by his pioneering grand- 
father, -would be "completely non- 
executive.” 

Besides the Caldwell announce- 
ment, shareholders heard from Ben- 
son Ford Jr., who has been attemp- 
ting to Bucceed his late father on the 
board. Henry Ford II called his 
nephew “unqualified" to sit on the 
board. . 

“I'm now 29 years old,” Benson Jr. 
told shareholders. “My father 
wanted me on the board.! think I'm 
ready tor it.” Young Ford said the 
nominating committee never 
granted him an interview. 

Caldwell joined Ford in 1953 and 
rose to vice president of the firm's 
truck operations in 1968. He had been 
a member of the board since 1973. In 
1977 he was elected vice chairman of 
the board and in 1978 was designated 
deputy chief executive officer and 
elected to the additional office of 
president. 

The only previous non-Ford to 
serve as chief officer of the company 
was John Gray, who served as Ford 
president from . 1908 until ■ 1906. 
Founder Henry Ford was then 
elevated from vice president to 
president.

TV sanctions hurt safe driving plan

TEL AVIV. — Police officials 
yesterday .accused television 
technicians of Mntiwrfwg efforts to 
reduce road accident casualties. The 
technicians are refusing to broad- 
cast public service messages, except 
for anti-terrorist warnings, as part 
of their sanctions against the Broad- 
casting Authority management. 

A joint Transport Ministry-police 
programme begun three months ago 
aims at decreasing the number of 
road accidents through safe driving 
messages on television. National 


Police Headquarters said that the 
project had been effective but that 
the sanctions were spoiling the ex- 
pected results of the project. 

Pleas from the Transport Ministry 
and the police to the technicians to 
broadcast the announcements were 
rejected. 

Police spokesman Baruch Lea hem 
told The Jerusalem Post that if the 
technicians broadcast spots on 
suspicious objects, they should also 
broadcast careful driving an- 
nouncements. “Of course one should 
not compare the two cases, but both 
are dealing with the lives of people/' 
he said. 


Probe ordered for fatal intersection 


Following a number of fatal ac- 
cidents at the Plugot intersection 
between Klryat Gat and Ashkelon, 
Transport Minister, Landau has 
ordered an investigation of the traf- 
fic problems there. The order will be 
executed by ministry engineer Yosef 
Dorieli. in consultation with officials 
from the Public Works Department, 
the Controller of Road Transport, 
and the police. 

The demand tor a traffic light at 
the intersection was rejected by the 
experts since isolated traffic lights 
tend to be Ignored by drivers, and 
are also difficult to maintain. 

Die Public Works Department is 


scheduled, however, to take other 
Immediate steps to improve safety 
at the intersection. These Include the 
construction of road bumps to slow 
down traffic along the Ashkelon- 
Kiryat Gat highway tor 150 metres 
before the intersection, the painting 
of "Go Slow" signs on the road, and 
the installation of “cat’s eyes” to 
emphasize the “Stop” line and the' 
solid centre line, which prohibits 
passing. 

The police are to intensify their 
eurveillance at the Intersection and 
enforce compliance with stop signs 
on slderoada leading into the 
Ashkelon-KIryat Gat highway. 


Haifa cracking down on traffic violations 


HAIFA. — The Haifa traffic police 
have launched a concerted effort 
against both jaywalking and 
speeding in the city. 

During the first week, 2,000 tickets 
were issued . against pedestrians 
caught, crossing theatre et againzt-a 
red light or outside zebra crossings. 
Fifty drivers were given tickets for 
exceeding the speed limit in the 
name period. 

Local police spokesman Ady 
Gonen told The Jerusalem Post that 


the campaign was launched after an 
analysis which showed that 
negligent pedestrians and speeding 
were the two main causes of road ac- 
cidents. 

The campaign will continue until 
some semblance of traffic taw com- 
pliance will be' re-established In the : 
city, the spokesman said. The police 
have appealed to the public to note 
down numbers of can that either 
speed or ignore red lights, together 
with details of time and place, and 
forward them to the police.

HAIFA. — The Technion's 
Mathematics Faculty has found a 
way to come down from its Ivory 
tower and apply its expertiae to' the 
advancement of the country's in.-. 

duatry and defence establishment. 
Up to 40 per cent of faculty 
graduates now Join industry, 
whereas In the past nearly all found 
work In academic Institutions or as 
teachers. 

"Mathematics can be a great help 
to highly advanced Industry and its 
contribution to defence matters is 
well known," faculty dean Professor 
Zvl Ziegler told The Jerusalem Post. 
The mathematician's special 
strength lies in the construction of 
abstract models to solve complex 
problems, he said. . Foreign 
publications have widely reported 
mathematicians' contributions to 
the military in operations research, 
models for war games and even in 
the location of Intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, "which is a 
mathematical problem," he noted. 

The faculty's change of emphasis 
from the pure towards applied 
mathematics resuited from the 
trauma at the Tom Klppur War, 
Ziegler noted. Faculty members 
were called up for several months, 
"and we got to thinking that we could 
do much more with our expertise to 
help solve the country’s and the ar- 
my's problems,” he explained. 

On demobilization, the faculty 
started establishing contacts with 
science-intensive Industry and the 
defence establishment After study- 
ing their needs, the faculty changed 
its curriculum In 1975 to a much 
stronger emphasis on applied 
mathematics, tailored to the 
economy's needs. Students were 
offered six different courses to 
enable them to specialize in different 
mathematics-related technological 
subjects that industry needed. 

"It was a right step at the right 
time," Ziegler said. “We made our 
offers to industry just as it had ad- 
vanced sufficiently to need the ser- 
vices of applied mathematics. The 
match has worked out well: Today, 
industry is so aware of our ability to 
help them that the demand for 
mathematicians In Industry la now 
greater .than the number of 
graduates we can supply." he 
reported. About 25 students graduate 
from the faculty every year, "and 
we can now double the nnmbqr and 
assure every graduate of a job In in- 
dustry." 

As another step, the faculty found- 
ed the Israel Society for the Applica- 
tidn of Mathematics, which Ziegler 


chairs, to bring together, tepresot 
tatlvea of sdence-baadd industry 
the defence establishment, chief 
scientists of various ministries- ea* 
universities. “It Is not an aca devnfc 
society, but a practical one designa- 
te bring us together for the creation 
of ideas and plans for aid," he-sij£.

a mathematical simulation of blood 
flow in the heart. . 

One session will be devoted to t 
discussion of the works of two 
brilliant Jewish mathematicians ta 
the Soviet Union, both "refuseniks," 
who were dismissed from their high 
posts when they applied to emigrate 
to Israel two years ago. 

The two are Professors Avraham 
Kagan of Leningrad, who was'* 
member of the Soviet Academy of 
Science's Mathematical Institute; 
and Alexander Ioffe of Moscow,: 
where he was a member of the 
Technological Institute. They now 
earn their living by holding private 
seminars In mathematics. 

Both have been given staff ip: 
pointments at the Technloh and the

There was a general 
freeze on activities and expansion 
plans during that period. 

In 1977 controlling interest passed 
to the Eisenberg Group. The new 
owners floated a financing issue 
which realized XLlSgm. and relieved 
pressures from mounting financi al 
costs.

Gold hits $2.80

Three months jail 
for fire deaths

TEL AVIV (Ittm). — A Magistrates

decided Erner was not responsible 
for his safety.

, The Hilton Hotel chain has decided 
xiot to renew its contract to cater in 
the Knesset when the first year ex- 
pires in October. However, it Is will- 
ing to remain in an advisory capaci- 
ty without remuneration to help its 
successor get installed, Jerusalem 
Hilton manager Dan Barkal told the 
Knesset dining room committee 
yesterday. 

Accordingly the committee will 
soon begin preparing a tender to be 
published for the next catering con- 
tractor. 

Barkai said that the turnover from 
the Knesset’s two dining rooms and 
for .special events was not large 
enough to warrant the size of staffs 
which the Hilton chain insisted on 
employing in order to maintain its 
general service standards. 


The turnover was not stable, 
moreover, and the long recesses at 
Pesah and in the summer were an 
additional complication. He said this 
had not been fully envisaged when 
the Hilton chain submitted a bid for 
the last tender. 

Barkai said that while In the 
Jerusalem Hilton a staff of 200 per- 
manent employees were responsible 
for an annual turnover of ELI 00m., in 
the Knesset dining rooms a staff of 25 
were needed for an (estimated) an- 
nual turnover of EL7m. 

He said that although originally he 
thought expenses could have been 
lowered, by preparing certain dishes 
like salads at the nearby Hilton, and 
bringing them over to the Knesset, 
the stringent rules of glatt kosher 
imposed by the Aguda and Poole 
Aguda MKs made this impossible. 

Knesset catering should be done 
by a family firm, Barkai said.

TEE POST'S “Dry Bones" earlier this week expressed the 
cynicism of the average Israeli in response to the election cam- 
paign promise of Canadian Premier Joe Clark concerning the 
transfer of his country's embassy to Jerusalem. 

This cynicism, regrettable as it may be, has been fully 
justified by the equivocations on this very same Issue of a long 
list of successful U.S. presidential candidates, of whom Mr. 
Carter is the most recent. 

Israelis who have become inured to such disappointments . 
should be careful, however, not to transfer the cynicism thus 
engendered across the borders of North America. The 
reiterated statements of the new leaders of Canada, both Prime 
Minister Clark and External Affairs Secretary MacDonald, that 
they would stand by their intention to transfer Canada's em- 
bassy to the capital, Jerusalem, warrants warm welcome 
rather than disbelieving derision. 

True, no date has been given for the transfer, but added 
weight should perhaps be accorded to statements made by 
political leaders after their election as opposed to those made in 
the heat of campaign oratory. 

Joe Clark and the new PC cabinet in Ottawa may just prove to 
be independent enought to stand up to Arab threats and to In- 
sidious American advice and actually carry out their pledge. It 
is to be hoped that a Canadian move to Jerusalem will provide 
an example to others of how to call the Arabs' bluff. 

Prime Minister Begin in his statement to the Herut conven- 
tion on the Canadian promise was, however, voicing pious 
thoughts in expressing the hope that the U.S. would so0n follow 
suit. Although, It is unrealistic to expect the U.S. to recognise 
Israel's annexation of East Jerusalem, the persistent American 
opposition to recognizing Jerusalem — even pre-1967 Israeli 
Jerusalem — as Israel's capital, must be regarded as the SI 
year insult that it is. 

It is to be regretted, in this context that an apparent oppor- 
tunity to budge the Americans on this issue was missed in the 
final peace negotiations at Camp David in March. Certainly, if 
America insists on being a full partner to the peace talks and to 
the continuing autonomy talks 1 , a last-minute attempt should 
have been made to demand American recognition of Jerusalem 
as Israel's capital as part of the peace package. 

Another opportunity for making such demands on the U.S. 
may well come up in a later stage when Israel will be confronted 
with renewed American pressure in the context of the autonomy 
talks. It would be well to keep In mind putting such a demand to 
the Americans at such a propitious moment. 

Dollar-linked industry 

THE ANNUAL assembly of the Manufacturers Association in 
Tel Aviv yesterday was held under the shadow of the 
government's decision to link repayment of development loans 
fully to the price index. 

The two economic Ministers, present — Liberals Simha 
Ehrlich of the Treasury and Gideon Patt of Industry and 
Commerce — openly espoused the cause of the industrialists. 
They gave their listeners to understand that they were in closer 
sympathy with the Association's president Avraham Shavit, on 
this matter than with their cabinet colleagues. They had, they 
implied, accepted the Cabinet's majority verdict against their 
better judgement. 

The manufacturers argued that capital in Israel will be 
costlier than capital in the U.S. The dollar is depreciating as 
well as the Israel pound. The cost-of-living index in America is 
going up at the rate of 12 per cent a year. So a fully-linked Israel- 
pound loan at 5 per cent interest would be equivalent to & dollar 
loan at IT per cent — which would be well above the going rate in 
the U.S. 

Another industrialist proposed as a solution that Israel's ex- 
port industries be financed in dollars. All their assets and 
liabilities would be dollar-linked — earnings, development 
loans, working capital, depreciation, wages — just like In an 
American company. 

The desire to stop subsidising industry, except where it has 1 
special tasks to perform, as in the development areas, is 
legitimate. The unlinked or part-linked loans are an absurdity in 
a time of massive inflation. But then other wrinkles must be 
Ironed out as well. Especially those concerning adoption of Prof. 
Razin's proposals for revamping depreciation rates in keeping 
with Inflation. 

The indignation of the businessmen — one of them suggested 
demonstrating outside the Treasury like the invalids "before we 
become invalids too" — is exaggerated. Some adaptation is 
necessary to make the linkage of development loans acceptable. 
They would be wiser to seek a formula — e.g., making the fully- 
linked loans interest-free — rather than to indulge in hysterical 
oratory. 

Nobody wants to render the Israeli industrialists! situation 
worse than that of their competitors overseas. But they must be 
weaned of their expectations to keep on being spoon-fed.

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WASHINGTON — Two weighty 
items formed the agenda of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National 
Conference on Soviet Jewry at its 
last meeting: How, on already 
strained budgets, to deal with the 
large, »nri growing number of Soviet 
Jews arriving in the U.S. and how to 
present a united stance in the Jewish 
community when Congress con- 
siders the Jacks on-Vanik "freedom 
of emigration" amendment. 

The second item must take into ac- 
count the fact that the Carter Ad- 
ministration has indicated that it 
would like to extend most-favoured- 
nation status to the Soviet Union un- 
der the terms of the amendment's 
*aiver. 

'Conspicuously missing from the 
agenda was a third issue, related but 
apparently still too sensitive: what 
to do about those Soviet Jews who 
decide to emigrate to the U.S. In- 
stead of Israel. During interviews In 
recent days with key Jewish leaders, 
Carter Administration officials and 
well-placed sources In the U.S. 
Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives. The Jerusalem, Post was 
repeatedly told that this third issue, 
in the long run, represented the most 
serious problem. The other two 
matters, while raising thorny 
questlons at the moment, are ex- 
pected to be worked out in coming 
weeks, according to most experts. 
But the issue of the noshrim, or drop- 
outs. on which the Jewish communi- 
ty Is far from united, probably will 
not. 

In recent months, the drop-out rate 
has increased dramatically and now 
approaches SB per cent. Roughly 
speaking that means that some 25,- 
000 or 80,000 Soviet Jews might enter 
the U.S. this year alone — more than 
ever before. 

Despite the talent and resources 
available within the American 
Jewish community, absorbing these 
Jews properly is proving rather dif- 
ficult. In many respects, experts 
here acknowledge, Israel Is better 
prepared for the assignment. For a 
variety of reasons, however, Soviet 
Jews are opting for America. 

JEWISH LEADERS recognize that 
the dilemma posed by the drop-out 
phenomenon is not about to dis- 
appear. There have been numerous 
discussions in the past on the matter. 
Usually, they wind up acrimonious- 
ly. Both sides become emotional In 
espousing their views. 

That's why the executive com- 
mittee of the National Conference on 
Soviet Jewry Is expected to call for a 
meeting in the near future with the

express purpose of trying to tackle 
the problem calmly and objectively.

There would also be the 
emotional problem of actually leav- 
ing Israel — a problem not faced by 
those who leave directly for the U.S. 
after a stopover In Rome. 


In an interview, Eugene Gold, the 
■. chairman of the National Conference 
on Soviet Jewry, said his organiza- 
tion has never taken a formal posi- 
tion on the noshrim. Personally, 
however, he supports the view that 
Soviet Jews should be brought to 
Israel directly from the Soviet 
Union. 

But Gold conceded that he may be 
in a minority. Since the Jewish com- 
munity and its respective resettle- 
ment agencies are actively Involved 
in bringing Soviet Jews to the U.S., 
his assumption is probably correct.

They have 
the right to convince other Jews to 
follow their lead. But -they have no 
right to distort the democratic 
process for coercive ends, and . claim 
that they are doing anything other 
than consistently pursuing their 
authoritarian goals.
